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INTRODUCTION. 


The  Letters  of  the  Lady  Brilliana  Harley  are  piibllslied  from  a 
collection  of  family  papers  in  the  possession  of  her  descendant  tlie 
Lady  Frances  Yernon  Ilarcourt.  of  Brampton  Bryan,  Herefordshire. 
The  MSS.  had  been  neglected  at  Eywood,  the  seat  of  the  Plarleys  in 
that  county,  until  within  the  last  few  years,  when  they  were  rescued 
from  ruin,  and  arranged  by  the  Lady  Frances,  to  whose  charge 
they  were  committed  by  her  fixther,  Edward,  the  fifth  Eaid  of  Oxford. 
It  is  not  improbable,  that  they  were  left  at  Eywood  by  Edward  Har- 
ley, the  Auditor  of  the  Imprest,  who  resided  there,  being  himself  tlie 
second  son  of  Sir  Edward  Harley,  to  whom  most  of  the  Letters  are 
addressed,  and  to  whose  piety,  no  doubt,  their  preservation  is  due. 

It  will  be  remembered,  that  upon  failure  of  issue  male  of  Robert 
Harley,  the  first  Earl  of  Oxford,  by  the  deatli  of  his  son  Edward,  the 
founder  of  the  Ilarleian  Library,  the  title  passed  to  the  son  of  the 
auditor  his  brother,  and  thence  descended  to  the  late  Earl,  at 
whose  death,  whilst  these  pages  are  in  the  press  (January  18j3) 
the  title  became  extmct. 

The  present  volume  comprises  all  the  Letters  in  the  collection 
written  by  the  Lady  BrilHana,  which  are  printed  from  transcripts 
niade  by  the  Editor,  with  scrupulous  fidelity  to  the  originals. 
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Referrino;  'to  Collins'  "  Historical  Collections  of  the  noble  families 
of  Cavendish,  Holies,  Yere,  Harley  and  Ogle,"  (Lond.  1752)  for  the 
earher  notices  of  the  distinguished  family  of  Harley,  it  may  be  well, 
for  the  illustration  of  these  letters,  to  state  that  Sir  Robert  Harley, 
the  husband  of  the  Lady  Brilliana,  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Harley, 
of  Brampton  Bryan  Castle,  by  Margaret  daughter  of  Sir  Andrew 
Corbet,  of  Morton  Corbet  in  the  county  of  Salop,  and  born  at

born  about  1548,  was  sheriff  36°  Elizabeth,  and  again  in  the  last 
year  of  that  reign  and  in  the  first  of  James,  in  which  year  he  had 
the  grant  from  the  King  of  the  honour  of  Wigmore  Castle.    He  was 

''Coiiin3,p.l9T.  in  frequent  state  employments,^  in  the  council  of  William  Lord 
Compton,  President  of  the  >\Lirches  of  Wales,  and  very  consider- 
able for  his  affluence  both  of  fortune  and  ability,  and  distinguislied 
himself  by  the  sagacity  of  his  counsels  to  the  King,  against  the 
measui'es  then  in  pursuit,  as  tending  to  involve  his  Majesty  or  his 
son  in  a  war  with  his  people."  Quitting  public  employment,  he 
retired  to  his  estate,  where  he  lived  in  the  exercise  of  a  noble  hos- 
pitality, and  died  at  an  advanced  age,  luid  was  buried  at  Brampton

must  have  been  held  in  high  esteem,  for  on  the  motion  of  the

pendix.  i^^^jj^  about  this  time,  where  they  still  are  to  be  seen.  Having 

taken  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  he  removed  to  the  Liner 

*»' Collins, p.iys.  Temple,"  where  he  associated  with  men  of  the  first  rank  and  in- 
fluence in  that  society,  and  remained  thei-e  until  the  coronation  of 
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King  Jaines,^'  at  which  he  was  made  one  of  the  Knights  of  the  Bath.  ^  irnh  July, 
In  16th  July,  1604,  lie  was  made  Forester  of  Boringwood  or  Bring- 
wood  Chase,  in  tlie  county  of  Hereford,  with  the  office  of  the 
Pokersliip  (the  nature  of  whicli  office  is  now  involved  in  obscurity),  Authorities 
and  custody  of  the  forest  or  chase  of  Prestwood,  and  in  the  7tli  ^^f  s^'en  in  CoUm-. 
King  James  he  obtained  a  grant  to  himself,  his  heirs,  and  assigns 
for  ever,  for  a  weekly  market  and  annual  fair  at  Wigmore. 

Marrying  early,  in  the  life-time  of  his  father,^  he  resided  for  some  ^  Notice  of  Roc 
time  at  Stanage  Lodge,  in  the  parish  of  Brampton;  and  whilst  in- 
terestin<i  himself  in  rural  pursuits,  in  the  improvement  of  breeds  of  Jf^/"'-;^/^^* 
cattle,  sheep,  and  horses,  and  other  branches  of  agriculture,  devoted 
much  of  his  time  to  everything  comiected  with  the  business  and 
welfare,  religious  and  secular,  of  the  county  of  Hereford,  of  wliicli 
he  was  a  magistrate  and  deputy  lieutenant.    He  represented  the 
borough  of  Radnor  in  the  parliament  1"  and  12^  James,^  and  was  b  wiiiis's  No-

lj%  16°  of  Charles,  which  last  beginning  3rd  Nov.  1640,  continued 
sitting  until  1653  ;  a  parliament  which,  notwithstanding  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  monarchy  and  the  summoning  of  no  less  than  four 
parliaments  by  the  usurping  power,  was  re-assembled  in  1659, 
when  u  Bill  was  passed  for  its  dissolution/  and  for  calling  another^-  i.;  M.inii. 
parliament,  which  met  25th  April,  1660,  and  restored  the  monarchy. 

Sir  Robert  was  a  man  of  wit,  learning,  and  piety,  but  of  an 
austere  and  decided  character.  As  a  patriot,  he  was  zealous  and 
active  for  the  redress  of  the  many  grievances  under  which  the  people 
of  England  had  too  just  grounds  of  complaint ;  and  in  his  religion 
he  was  deeply  imbued  with  the  views  of  the  Puritans,  of  which  party 
he  was  one  of  the  most  decided  and  influential  mcmliers. 

The  Journals  of  the  House  of  Commons,  especially  during  the 
Long  Parliament,  evince  how  incessantly  and  zealously  he  was  occu- 
pii^l  in  committees  of  that  house,  and  in  conferences  with  the  Lords, 
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on  almost  all  tile  most  important  questions  of  the  times.    To  bin

Housrof  Com   committees  with  others,  were  referred  the  petitions  of  Lelglitoii,^

liament  for  upholdmg  the  trade  and  settlmg  the  government  ot  the 
Company  and  Fellowship  of  ^Merchants  trading  to  the  East  Indies,  Sec. 
and  also  to  the  Levant  seas.  He  was  chairman  of  the  committees  for 
Elections,  tor  the  Universities,  for  Emmanuel  College,  also  of  one  of 
the  subdivisions  of  the  Grand  Committee  for  Religion.  To  Sir  Robert 
was  entrusted  the  preparation  of  the  order  to  prohibit  the  wearing  of 
30Sept.l643.  the  surplice  in  cathedral,  collegiate,  and  parish  churches,™  and  for 
the  better  obscrvhig  of  the  Lord's  Day.  He  was  of  the  committee 
to  take  into  consideration  the  removing  of  the  Connnunion  tables  in

consciences  in  the  proceedings  of  Parliament.^    It  would  be  tedious   Journals  of 
to  refer  to  the  very  frequent  connection  of  his  name  in  the  Journals  3  'j„[v^ 
of  the  House  of  Commons  with  all  these  matters,  or  with  the  proceedings 
against  the  Archbishop,  Bishops,  and  other  ecclesiastical  persons : — The 
suppression  of  the  surplice,  the  removal  of  innovations,  the  destruction 
(if  altars  and  crosses,  superstitious  images  and  inscriptions,  were  all 
highly  congenial  with  his  convictions,  and  not  less  so  the  rigid  ob- 
servance of  the  Sabbath,  and  private  and  public  fasts.     We  are  not 
sur|)rised  to  find  him  of  the  committee  with  P}^n,  Strode,  Nath. 
Fienes,  Hampden  and  others,  "  to  prepare  a  declaration  of  the  una- 
nimous consent  and  resolution  of  the  House,  for  the  defence  of  the 
religion  established,    of  the    King's  person,  and    the  liberty  of 
the  subject,  be  it  by  oath  or  any  other  way;      and  among  the  first  ^  3  May,  itui. 
of  the  House   of   Commons   to    take  the   Protestation  ;  again, 
with  SeldcnV  Nath.

renewing  the  Protestation  of  the  3  ^May  1641,  in  the  Sacred  Yowand 
Covenant  of  6  June  1643;  and  afterwards  naturally  engaged  busily  in 
framing  and  taking  the  Solenm  League  and  Covenant.'^    On  the  death  <'  25  Sei)t.iG4:>.

cmlings ;  he  reported  the    amendments  to  the  Ordinance  for  esta- 
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"12  Dec.  1644.  blisliiiig  the  Directory  for  Public  Worsliip,"^  and  took  an  active  part 
in  almost  all  other  deliberations  of  tliat  intolerant  and  unconstitutional 
body. 

He  had  wisdom  to  discern  the  tendency  and  ambitious  ends  of  tlie 
army,  qnd  boldness  to  act  upon  his  conviction.    Plappily  he  was 
averse  to  the  extreme  measures  ajiainst  the  Kinij.  and  was  with 
his  son  Edward  amongst  the  members  made  prisoners,  (6  Dec.  1648,) 
for  voting  "  that  the  King's  answer  to  the  propositions  of  both  Houses 
was  a  ground  to  proceed  upon  in  the  settlement  of  the  kingdom's 
peace."    He  had  been  made  by  Charles  I.  Master  and  Warden  of

Brampton  destroyed,  parks  and  farms  plundered  of  about  500  deer,  of  800 
Bryan,  in  Harl.  excellent  shcep,  30  fTOodiv  COWS,  and  other  cattle  in  proportion,  with

a  Stud  of  30  breeding  mares  and  young  colts ;  and  suttermg  much 
from  the  detention  of  his  rents,  and  liimsclf  an  oliject  of  suspicion, 
he  retired  into  the  country,  and  repaired  in  some  degree  the  waste 
of  his  estate  ;  but  in  his  later  years  he  was  much  afflicted  with  the 
gout  and  stone,  all  which  troubles  he  bore  with  patience  and  resig- 
nation to  the  Divine  will. 

It  is  recorded  in  his  funeral  sermon,  that  about  three  days  before 
his  death,  when  he  arose  and  went  to  prayer,  as  he  constantly  used 
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to  do,  though  not  able  to  enlarge  in  prayer,  because  of  weakness,  he 

prayed  for  the  ruhi  of  Anti-Christ,  and  for  the  churches  of  God 

beyond  the  sea,  naming  Savoy,  Switzerland  and  Germany.  The 

jK*rsecution  of  the  Protestants  of  Piedmont  had  recently  elicited 

the  sympathy  of  Cromwell  himself;  who,  receiving  the  sad  news 

on  the  day  on  which  the  French  treaty  was  to  have  been  sealed,^  ^3  June  IG.35. 

refused   to   sign  it  until  the  King  and  Cardinal  undertook  to  Letters,  cvc.  i.y 

assist  him  in  getting  right  done  to  them.     lie  had  nobly  sent  xeaKs'^in^^t^  of 

2,000Z.  from  his  own  purse,  and  appointed  a  day  of  solemn  humilia-  ^'^^  ^v^^'^'Yii* 

tion  and  a  general  collection,  on  which  immense  sums  were  contri-  Tuuimin'^ 

buted,  for  their  relief    On  this  occasion  Milton  wrote  his  sonnet : 

Avenge,  O  Lord,  thy  slaughtered  saints,  whose  bones 
Lie  scattered  on  the  Alpine  mountains  cold,"  &.c.  &c. 

and  Mr.  Morland  (afterwards  Sir  Samuel  3-[orland)  was  sent  ambas- 
sador to  remonstrate  with  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  and  on  his  return 
published  "  The  History  of  the  Evangelical  Churches  of  the  Valleys 
of  Piedmont,  1658." 

Sir  Robert  had  ever  been  the  friend  and  patron  of  learning  and  reli- 
gion, both  of  which  he  sincerely  loved;  and  many  able  ministers 
were  settled  in  his  neicrhbourhood  throuoh  his  influence,  and  found  a 
shelter  from  trouble  and  persecution  under  his  roof.  To  him  were 
niany  works  dedicated;  among  others  there  is  a  Treatise  on  Simeon's 
Soug;  or  Instructions  advertising  how  to  live  holily  and  dye  happily:" 
(Lorid.  1659),  composed  for  his  use,  when  weakness  and  old  age  con- 
Hned  him  to  his  chamber,  by  Timothy  Woodroffe.^  Woodrofte  had  b  ^\^ood•.s 
I'een  tutor  to  Hobbs  of  iMalmesbury,  and  had  suflcred  himself  much  p^^ij'itj'/"'' 
in  the  beginning  of  the  civil  wars,  from  both  parties;  through  Sir 
Hubert's  kindness  he  had  been  preferred  to  the  rectory  of  Khigs- 
i;ind,  in  his  own  gift,  and  through  his  inflaence  made  one  of  the 
parhamentary  preachers  in  the  cathedral  of  Hereford. 

Sir  Robert  dit-d  at  Brampton  Bryan  6th  Nov.  1656,  and  was 
there  buried  10th  Dec.''  on  which  occasion  the  church  at  Brampton,  ^  B.Bnan,Kig. 
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which  had  been  destroyed  in  tlie  siege,  after  its  restoration  was  first 
vised.  The  Rev.  Thomas  Froysell,  his  own  kinsman,  minister  of 
Ckui  in  Shropshire,  preached  the  funeral  sermon,  which  was  after- 
wards pubhshed  (London  1658)  under  the  title  of  "  The  Beloved 
Disciple,"  together  with  another  sermon,  "  The  Gale  of  Opportunity," 
preached  on  the  death  of  his  friend  Humphrey  Walcot,  of  Walcot, 
Esq.  From  the  former  the  sketch  of  his  character  is  added  to  this 
Introduction, 

Sir  Robert  was  thrice  married,  First,  to  Anne,  daughter  of  ChiU'les 
Collins.  Barret,  of  Belliouse  in  Essex,  Esq.  by  whom  he  had  a  son  who  died 

early,  and  was  buried  at  Bucknell  in  Shropsliire.    She  was  buried 

at  Cuxton  in  Kent,  where  there  is  a  monument  to  her  memory.

Lrilliana  Conway  was  born  whilst  her  father  was  Lieut.-Governor 
of  the  Brill,  and  it  is  presumed  at  that  place  about  1600,  as  she  was 
married  22nd  July,  1G23,  then  in  her  twenty-third  year.    An  Act 
was  passed  in  April,  1606,^  for  the  naturalisation  of  the  children  of  joum.H.

the  contents  of  the  letters  evince  that  her  education  had  been  con-  lOOtj,  3  Ap. 
ducted  with  care  and  regard  to  the  duties  of  a  practical  and 
religious  life;  but  it  may,  in  truth,  be  said  of  her,  what  Lord  Claren- 
don said  of  her  cousin  Lady  Fairfax,  having  been  bred  in  Holland, 
she  had  not  that  reverence  for  the  Church  of  England,  as  she  ought 
to  have  had,  and  so  unliappily  concurred  in  her  husband  entering 
into  rebellion — never  imagining  what  misery  it  would  bring  upon  the 
kingdom."  Though  there  are  no  quotations  in  French  or  Latin, 
it  is  evident,  she  was  acquainted  with  these  languages,  and  her  mind 
well  stored  with  the  knowledge  of  Holy  Scrit)ture  and  divinity,  as 
Well  us  of  ancient  and  modern  history,  and  I'ully  intent  upon  the 
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events,  both  domestic  and  foreign,  of  the  momentous  years  in  which 
she  lived. 

The  letters  are  printed  in  the  order  of  their  dates,  some  few  undated 
are  so  placed  by  authority  of  internal  evidence. .  Upon  a  more  careful 
examination  of  the  contents.  No.  106  appears  to  be  misdated  in 
the  year  (not  an  uncommon  mistake,  when,  as  in  these  letters,  the 
old  style  is  used,  and  the  new  year  commenced  2oth  March),  and 
misplaced,  and  the  undated  letter  No.  134,  mispUiced. 

AU  the  letters  except  the  first,  dated  Ragley,  the  seat  of  her  father  m 
Warwicksliire,  are  from  Bromton  or  Brompton,  now  Brampton  Bryan 
Castle.  They  are  written  in  a  bold  and  legible  hand,  with  few  contrac- 
tions, and  scarcely  an  erasure ;  but  the  use  of  capitals,  and  the  spelling, 
not  only  of  the  names  of  persons  and  places,  but  of  everyday  words,  are 
varied  and  irregular.  A  few  of  the  letters  are  written  by  an  amanu- 
ensis, in  seasons  of  sickness,  but  signed  by  herself  as  usual,  or  with 
her  initials.  They  were  generally  sent  by  an  express  messenger  or 
the  carrier,  occasionally  by  a  friend,  or  the  tradesmen,  but  most 
rarely  by  the  post  of  Hereford,  Leominster,  Shrewsbury,  or  Ludlow, 
then  recently  established,  and  not  much  to  be  depended  upon  :  the 
insecurity  of  letters  at  this  time  gave  rise  to  a  variety  of  secret  cor- 
respondence, one  of  which,  very  simple,  is  exemplified  by  Letters 
188,  189,  &c. 

The  earher  letters  (1625 — 1633)  are  addressed  to  her  husband  ; 
and  the  remainder  (1638 — 1643),  with  the  exception  of  a  Letter  to 
Sir  Robert  and  two  letters  written  to  her  friend  Mrs.  Wallcotc  of 
W'allcote,  during  her  troubles  at  Brampton,  to  her  son  Edward, 
commencing  in  Oct.  1638,  his  residence  in  Oxford. 

The  letters  are  written  with  the  greatest  fondness  of  maternal  afiec- 
tion,  and  abound  with  excelk'nt  remarks  and  advice  on  his  studies, 
health  imd  conduct  in  the  University,  with  frequent  allusions  to  ailkirs 
home  and  foreign.  A  deeply  religious  tone  pervades  the  whole  of  them; 
it  is  scarcely  possible  to  find  a  single  letter  without  the  evidences  of 
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practical  piety.  It  is  unnecessary  to  notice  any  particular  passages. 
It  is  clear,  that  lier  mind  was  imbued  with  the  doctrines  and  disci- 
j>line  of  Calvin,  which  were  at  this  time  working  powerfully  in 
many  of  the  most  learned,  pious  and  patriotic  people,  lay  and  clerical, 
of  this  country.  Numerous  allusions  attest  the  accuracy  of  her  in- 
formation, and  the  interest  she  took  in  public  alYairs,  and  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Parliament.  She  deeply  s}'mpathized  in  the  feelings 
of  her  husband  in  his  varied  employments,  and  entered  fully  into  his 
interests  and  pursuits.  They  agreed  in  regarding  Episcopacy  as 
Anti-Christ,  and  nothing  short  of  "  down  with  it,  down  with  it,  even 
to  the  ground,^'  would  satisfy  their  zeal. 

The  ministrations  of  Brampton  Bryan  under  two  successive  rectors, 
accorded  with  their  views,  and  afforded  them  ample  opportunities  of 
religious  exercises,  in  the  observance  of  public  and  private  fasts  ;  how 
t  strictly  they  were  there  observed,  appears  by  the  memorandum  now  in 

the  register  of  that  parish,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Notes. 

The  rectors  here  alluded  to,  were  Thomas  Pierson  and  Stanley 
Gower.    The  Rev:  Thos.  Peacock,  Fellow  of  Brazcnnose  college, 
liad  preceded  Pierson,  but  appears  from  FroyselPs  sermon,  already 
mentioned,  never  to  have  resided  at  Brampton.    Sir  Egbert  had  no 
doubt  l)een  acquainted  with  him  in  Oxford,  and  not  improbably  de- 
rived benefit  from  his  advice  and  instruction,  as  he  was  "  highly 
esteemed  for  his  great  learning,  great  sanctity  of  life,  and  counsel," 
and  was  known  as  the  converter  of  Robert  Bolton,  a  well-known  puritan 
divine ;  by  whom  "  an  account  of  the  last  visitation,  conflict,  and  death 
of  i\Ir.  Peacock  was  published,  1G46.^'^  Pierson  had  been  brought  up  ^  wood-s 
in  Emmanuel  college,^  where  he  resided  for  several  years,  and  was  the  .'14. 
friend  of  the  learned  Calvinist  AYilliam  Perkins,  whose  works  he  had  ^  MS.  Notice  of 
U-en  engaged  in  editing,  and  also  in  the  publication  of  Brightman's  BralnJ-^m 
work  on  the  Apocalypse,  and  was  known  as  a  profound  scholar  and  ^^,^1;^),"",,," 
theologian.    Instituted  in  1G12,  he  continued  to  reside  at  Brampton 
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until  his  death,  1633.  In  the  early  years  of  Pierson's  residence,  his 
ministrations  had  not  been  acceptable  to  Thomas  Harley,  the  flither 
of  Sir  Robert,  who  made  frequent  complaints  of  him  to  Bennett, 

1602—1617.  Bishop  of  Hereford,  who  used  to  declare,  with  truth,  "that  he  received 
letters  from  the  father  against  Mr.  Pierson,  and  from  his  son  in  his 
behalf."  John  Harley,  the  grandfiithcr  of  Sir  Robert,  never  adopted 
the  reformed  doctrines,  and  w^as  a  zealous  Romanist,  and  was  said 
to  have  given  some  protection  at  Brampton  Castle  to  Parsons  and 
^  Champion,  the  Jesuits.    It  may  be  inferred,  therefore,  that  these 

differences  arose  out  of  the  religious  views  now  probably  first  put 
forth  at  Brampton ;  for  it  is  said,  "  that  a  solemn  day  of  prayer  was

Brampton  virtuous  lady  (sister  or  bir  Kichard  JNewport),  Mr.  rierson  and  his 
BHt^^Museum  S^^^^  family,  and  some  few  neighbours,  presented  supplications  to  the 
Lord,  to  turn  the  heart  of  Mr.  Harley  to  express  kindness  to  his  son, 
and  friendship  towards  Mr.  Pierson ;  to  wdiich  it  pleased  the  Lord 
to  give  a  most  gracious  answer  of  peace ;  for,  w^ithin  a  very  sliort 
time,  Mr.  Harley,  by  a  trusty  servant,  sent  to  Sir  Robert, — '  Tell 
my  son,  I  will  take  care  of  the  concerns  of  the  estate,  and  pay  his 
debts  ;  and  tell  him,  I  will  be  friends  with  ■Mr.  Pierson,  and  tlien 
you  will  be  a  welcome  messenger  ;'  and,  accordingly,  he  began  and 
continued  all  expressions  of  high  esteem  and  real  friendship  lor  him, 
xmd  gave  a  copyhold  estate  to  him  and  his  wife  for  their  joint  lives, 
and  in  his  enfeebled  old  age  received  his  continual  ministrations," 
and  "  to  his  dying  day,  no  man,  except  in  nearest  relation  to  him, 
was  more  in  his  esteem,  more  dear  unto  him,  or  in  whom  he  put 
more  confidence,  than  Mr.  Pierson." 

In  Brampton,  Pierson  set  up  the  strict  observance  of  the  Ember 
weeks  and  public  and  private  fasts,  frequently  alluded  to  in  these 
letters,  "  the  resort  to  which  of  many  godly  persons  from  remote 
R^oforl' &r     pliices  was  as  the  flight  of  doves  to  the  windows  of  holy  light ^  and, 
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under  authority  from  the  Bishop  of  Hereford,  a  monthly  lecture, 
in  the  adjoining  parish  of  Leintwardine,  in  the  manner  of  "  the  pro- 
phecyings  "  which  had  given  so  great  offence  to  Queen  Elizabeth, 
occasioning  her  displeasui'e  with  xVrchbishop  Grindall,  and  calling 
fortli  his  noble  letter  to  her  majesty ;  *  after  wliich  model  many  other  *  Grindairs  Re- 
lectures  were  established  in  the  neighbourhood.  He  was  also  one  of  ™^^(I"p  37^^^' 
the  London  feoffees  for  buying  in  impropriations,^  and  to  maintain  a 
constant  preaching  ministry  where  it  was  wanting ;  a  design  which 
was  much  applauded  by  the  religious  party  in  England,  but  which 
soon  giving  ofience  to  the  High  Church  party,  was  interrupted  by  the 
Star  Chamber,  when  the  tithes  which  had  been  purchased  were 
seized  for  the  King's  use.  He  received  young  men  into  his  house, 
to  pre[)are  for  the  Universities  and  holy  orders  ;  and  in  all  these 
ways  exercised  a  very  great  influence,  not  only  in  his  own  parish, 
but  far  and  wide  in  that  district,  which  is  represented  as  having 
been  in  great  religious  darkness.  A  minister  of  this  time,  IMr. 
Gwalter  Stephens,  of  Bishop's  Castle,  who  had  lighted  his  candle 
at  famous  jNIr.  Pierson-s,^  of  Brampton  Bryan,"  used  to  say,  tliat  "  ^i^-  ^^-^^tors

"when  lie  preached,  in  his  younger  days,  for  a  great  space,  there  vras  Bryan,  Brit, 
never  a  preacher  between  him  and  the  sea  one  way,  /md  none  near  ^ 
liim  the  other,  but  one  in  Shrewsbury.''  Pierson  objected  not  to  the 
Liturgy  or  the  gesture  of  kneeling  in  the  receiving  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  but  scrupled  the  use  of  the  surplice,  and  the  cross  in  bap- 
tism ;  yet  is  said  to  have  been  liberal  enough,  to  allow  the  use  of 
both  to  his  own  curate.  A  INIr.  Price,  of  Henley  upon  Thames,  was 
nominated  on  Pierson's  death,  but  his  old  parishioners  express- 
ing their  sense  of  the  great  loss  they  should  sustain  by  his  removal 
from  them,  he  was  allowed  to  relincp.iish  it,  and  returned  to  his  old 
charge,  when  Stanley  Gower  became  rector,  and  a  great  blessing 
to  the  place,  following  the  steps  of  Mr.  Pierson. 

Gower  was  a  man  of  piety  and  learning,  and  had  been  bronglit  up 
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by  Dr.  Hoye,  probably  at  Dublin,  as  be  bad  been  cbaplain  to  Arcli- 
bisbop  Uslier  for  some  time.    His  last  ministration  recorded  in  tlie 
register  of  Brampton  is  dated  1  ^^lay,  1642.    He  bad  been  nominated

IS  Jan.  1648-9.  "  a  serious  and  faithful  representation  of  their  judgment,  in  a  letter 

to  the  General  and  bis  Council and  also,  "  A  Vindication  of  the 

London  ^linisters  from  the  unjust  aspersions  cast  upon  their  former 

actings  for  the  Parliament,  as  iF  they  had  promoted  the  bringing 

the  King  to  capital  punislunent." 

But  to  return  to  the  Lady  l^rilliana.    Moving  but  little  from  home, 

her  time  was  much  given  to  her  children  and  domestic  matters — and, 

in  the  absence  of  Sir  Robert,  to  the  management  of  his  estate,  on  which 

several  judicious  remarks  will  be  found  in  these  letters.   The  ati'airs  of 

the  country,  in  these  sad  times,  alibrded  too  great  cause  of  anxiety  to 

allow  her  to  be  a  quiet  observer  of  what  was  passing.    It  was  but  to 

be  expected,  on  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  Wars,  in  a  county 

which  was  ger.erally  devoted  to  the  King's  cause,  that  Brampton 

Bryan,  the  seat  of  one  so  influential  on  the  other  side,  would  soon 
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attriict  a  more  than  ao;reeable  notice.  Whilst  Sir  Robert  was  en^afred 
in  Parh'anicnt,  she  became  an  object  of  suspicion  to  her  loyal  neigh- 
bours, and  after  repeated  minor  provocations  and  threatenings,  the 
plundering  of  his  park  of  deer  and  game,  and  the  withholding  of  his 
rentes,  the  castle  was  surrounded  by  the  soldiers  of  the  royalists  or 
"  malignants,"  under  Sir  William  Vavasour  and  Colonel  Lingen.^  *  1-'^'^'^'"  ccm. 
Sliut  lip  now  in  Brampton  Castle  with  her  children,  and  neighbours 
who  resorted  thither  to  keep  themselves  from  the  plunder  and  vil- 
lanous  usa^re  then  the  practice  of  the  Cavaliers,'^^  with  the  advice  of*  ^'o^ioe

Dr.  Nathaniel  Wright,  a  physician  of  Hereford,  frequently  in  attend- 
ance upon  her,  and  who  now,  with  his  wife,  took  up  his  quarters  there, 
and  devoted  himself  and  his  money  to  the  cause,  and  that  of  a  veteran, 
sent  to  her  by  Colonel  IMassey  from  Gloucester,  and  her  own  ser- 
vants, she  defended  it  with  a  prudence  and  valour  ^vorthy  of  her 
distinguished  family.  The  siege  commenced  25  July,  1643,  "on  a 
day  on  which  she  and  her  young  children  were  engaged  in  prayer 
and  humiliation  for  the  mercy  of  God  to  avert  the  dreadful  judg- 
UK'iit  then  justly  feared,"  and  continued  for  six  weeks;  when  the 
besiegers,  alarmed  by  the  operations  in  and  about  the  Forest  of 
Denn,  were  hurried  off  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Gloucester.  "  The 
fsrst  stroke  of  tlie  Covaliers  in  the  siege  was  u})on  a  poor  aged 
hliivA  man,  who  was  v/ithout  any  provocation  killed  in  the  street."^  <=  xMS,  Notice 
Duriiig  the  siege,  "  the  cook  was  shot  by  a  poisoned  bullet,  and 
a  running  stream  that  furnished  the  village  was  poisoned."  The 
church,  parsonage  house,  and  dwelling  houses,  together  with  the  mill 
abuut  a  quarter  of  a  mile  oil',  with  the  buildings  belonging  to  the 
castle,  were  all  destroyed:  and  early  in  the  following  year.  Sir  dSoetlicJourn,-\l

direction,  it  surrendered  at  mercy  only,  and  the  inmates,  including 
three  of  Sir  Eobert's  younger  children,  were  taken  prisoners,  after 
17  April,  1644.  a  siege  of  three  Aveeks.    There  were  taken  67  men,  100  arms,  two 
barrels  of  powder,  and  a  whole  year's  provisions.* 

Lady  Brilliana  was  of  a  delicate  constitution;  and,  enfeebled  by 
repeated  attacks  of  illness  and  continued  anxieties  during  her  troubles, 
and  the  long  absence  of  her  husband  and  son,  whom  she  fondly 
loved,  she  took  a  cold,  alluded  to  in  her  last  letter,  and  after  a  few- 
days'  illness  died,  soon  after  the  raising  of  the  first  siege,  in  Oct. 
1643,  leaving  three  sons  and  four  daughters,  all  baptised  at  Bramp- 
ton, as  follows :— Edward,  24  Oct.  1624;  Robert,  16  xlpril,  1626  ; 
Thomas,  13  Jan.  1627-8;  Brilhana,  26  April,  1629:  Dorothie, 
12  Sept.  1630;  Margaret,  25  Dec.  1631;  and  Elizabeth,  26  Oct. 
1634.^ 

Edward  Harley,  born  at  Brampton,  21  Oct.  1624,  and  baptised  as 
above,  three  days  afterwards,  was  as  his  mother,  in  his  infancy,  of  a 
delicate  constitution.  Having  passed  some  period  at  school,  first  in 
Shrew^sbury  and  then  at  Gloucester,  he  w-as  sent  to  Magdalen  hall, 
at  that  time  under  the  principal  Dr.  Wilkinson,  and  the  tutorage 
«  Baxter's  Life  of  Edward  Perkius,  described  by  Calamy^/'*  as  a  great  man,  a  very 
by  Caiamj.  j,.g^(-]y  r^j^^[  ^y^n  studycd  diviuc,  especially  in  school  divinity,  a  great 
tutor,  and  particularly  famous  for  his  giving  ^Nlr.  John  Corbet  (  the 
historian  of  Gloucester,  and  a  good  divine)  his  education  and 
the  direction  of  his  studies."  Magdalen  hall  at  this  time  was  in 
Oxford  what  Emmanuel  College  was  at  Cambridge,  a  famous 
puiitanical  school,  and  several  remarkable  men  had  been  there  edu- 
cated, on  which  account,  no  doubt,  it  w-as  selected  by  Sir  Robert  for 
his  son.  Dr.  BK'Tam,  in  his  "Memorials  of  Oxford,  states,  "as  a 
house  of  learning,  it  could  have  been  inferior  to  none  in  tlie  university 
in  eminence  at  that  period,  since  in  the  year  1624,  under  the  elder 
Wilkinson,  it  reckoned  300  students  on  the  books,  forty  of  wdiom 
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were  Masters  of  Arts."    He  resided  there  for  two  academical  years, 
until  July  1640,  but,  on  account  of  the  unhealthy  state  of  the  place, 
his  residence  was  broken  in  the  following  October  term,  when  he  joined 
his  father  in  London,  where  he  was  at  the  opening  of  the  Long  Par- 
liament, 3  Nov:  of  that  year.    Lie  was  present  too,  at  the  trial  of 
Lord  Strafford,  in  April  of  the  following  year,  and  at  that  time  gave 
himself  much  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Parliament.    His  mother  was 
eagerly  bent  upon  his  entering  public  employment,  and  though  only 
eighteen  years  of  age,  she  exercised  her  interest  among  her  friends  Letters  cv 
to  secure  his  return  as  burgess  for  the  city  of  Hereford,  on  the  death 
of  Mr.  Weaver;  in  which,  however^  she  failed.    Remaining  in 
London,  he  had  a  lodging  in  Lincoln's  Inn,  and  was  probably  a 
member  of  that  society;  but  in  1642  he  became  a  captain  of  a 
troop  of  horse  in  the  parliamentary  army,  which  he  joined  under  Letters  o 
the  command  of  Sir  William  Waller,  and  in  a  few  wrecks  had 
himself  the  command  of  a  regiment  of  foot.

Henceforth  he  was  an  object  of  suspicion  to  Cromwell,  and  in  1650, 
on  grounds  of  disaffection  to  the  goverimient,  was  summoned  by  letter 
f  Letter  in  Ap-  from  ]\lajor  Whithrop  at  Leominster,^  to  appear  at  Hereford  before 
pp"2^33-2n6.    the  Commissioners  of  tlic  ]\lilitla.    This  summons  was  followed  by  a 
visit  from  soldiers,  who  searched  and  read  his  papers,  and  carried  him 
and  Mr.  Clogie,  the  minister  of  \Yigmore,  to  Hereford ;  both  his 
brother  Robert  then  ]\I.P.  for  Radnor,  and  his  brother  Thomas,  being 
lit  this  time  prisoners  at  Pristol.

terian  ministers,  he  exulted  in  the  cause  for  which  he  was  about  to  Athenic,  vol.  iii. 
sutler;  declarincr  in  a  calm  and  manly  manner  his  dislike  of  the  Com-  ,

iiinnwealth,  and  his  detestation  of  the  Eufnio-ement,  savino;,  "  I  am  for 
a  re<:ulated  mixed  monarchy,  which  I  judge  to  be  one  of  the  best 
fHA'crnments  in  the  world.  I  opposed  the  late  King  and  his  forces, 
iM-cnuse  I  am  against  screwing  up  monarchy  into  tyranny,  as  nuich 
as  against  those  who  would  pull  it  down  into  anarchy.  I  was  never 
(ur  putting  the  King  to  death,  wdiose  person  I  did  promise  in  my 
covenant  to  preserve,  and  I  judge  it  an  ill  way  to  cure  the  body 
|Kjlitic,  by  cutting  off  the  political  head." 

In  the  Parliament  of  1656  he  was  again  chosen  for  the  county  of 
Hereford,  and  being  again  secluded  with  other  members,  he  was  one 
who  signed  and  published  the  Remonstrance,^  that  they  would  not  '^j^J^''/,!.- '^'^^^^^^^^^^ 
be  frightened  or  flattered  to  betray  their  country,  and  give  up  tlieir  013,^  cd.  Lund, 
religion,  livt-s,  and  estates,  to  be  at  the  will,  to  serve  the  Protector's 
lawless  intentions ;''  setting  forth  his  depredations,  and  the  power  he 
had  assumed ;  protesting  that  the  assembly  at  Westminster  was  not 
the  re[tresentative  body  of  England,  and  that  all  such  members  as  shall 
t.ike  on  them  to  approve  the  forcible  exclusion  of  other  chosen  mem- 
Ihts,  or  shall  sit  and  vote,  or  act  by  the  name  of  the  Parliament  of 
England,  while  to  their  knowledge  many  of  the  chosen  members  are 
iM)  by  force  shut  out,  ought  to  be  reputed  betrayers  of  the  liberties 
"f  I-.ngland  and  adherents  to  the  capital  eneni y  of  theConunonwealth.'' 
It  was  the  lot  of  himself  and  family  still  to  lie  under  suspicion  iu  the 
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time  of  Richard  Cromwell,  when  his  brother  Robert  was  arrested  at 
Kynsham  Court,  in  Herefordshire,  not  without  grounds  of  disaffec- 
tion to  the  Government. 

At  the  Restoration,  Edward  Harley  was  a  zealous  asserter  of  the 
royal  cause,  and  met  the  King  at  Dover,  and  was  shortly  afterwards 
made  Governor  of  Dunkirke,  of  which  garrison  he  took  immediate 
possession.  Dui'ing  the  short  time  he  held  that  charge,  he  much 
improved  and  strengthened  it ;  and  it  is  a  fact  which  ^farshal 
Schomberg  owned  to  Sir  Edward,  when  he  came  over  with  the 
Prince  of  Orange  in  1688,  that  the  French  had  often  during 
» The  Auditor's  liJs  time  attempted  to  take  it  by  surprise."^  Lord  Lansdown,  in 
»»  Quoted  by  Vindication  of  General  Monk,  gives  this  account  of  Harley:^ — 

Collins.  s(  General  i\Ionk  foresaw  early  what  might  happen  to  be  the  fate 

of  Dunkirk,  and  took  his  precaution  in  the  very  beginning  to 
preserve  it,  by  placing  Sir  Edward  Harley  in  the  command,  a 
man  of  public  spirit,  firm  to  the  interests  of  his  country,  and  not  to 
be  biassed,  tempted,  or  deluded  to  be  assistant  in  any  thing  contrary 
to  it;  which  appeared  clearly  afterwards,  for  the  first  step  taken, 
as  soon  as  the  treaty  was  projected,  was  to  remove  that  gallant  man, 
and  place  another  General  there."  Nor  was  he  deceived  in  the  esti- 
mate of  Sir  Edward,  for  he  strenuously  opposed  the  sale  of  it  to  the 
French,  and  persevered  so  far  with  the  House  of  Commons,  to  pass 
a  resolution  to  prepare  an  Act,  that  it  should  never  be  alienated,  but 
be  part  of  the  King's  hereditary  dominions.  Neither  threats  or  pro- 
mises could  prevail  with  him  to  be  a  party  to  its  surrender.  It 
'  ,  '  being  known  that  he  would  refuse  to  deliver  it  up  to  the  French, 
he  was  removed,  but  received  a  most  honourable  discharge  of  tlie 
trust  from  the  Kinii-.*       When  he  took  leave  of  the  Kino;  before  the

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Lord  General,^  the  Duke  of  xVlbemarle,  he  told  him  that  the  guns,  « Coiiin^p.^r.L 

stores,  and  aininunition  he  left  them  were  worth  more  than  the 

French  were  to  give  for  the  place  (500,000/.),  and  that  he  had  left 

him  one  thing  more,  that  his  ^Majesty  miglit  not  think  of,  and  that 

was  10,000/.  in  an  iron  chest,  which  he  had  saved,  against  a  siege  or 

ajiy  other  exigency  that  miglit  happen."    By  a  fragment  of  a  letter 

given  in  the  Appendix,^  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Earl  of  Montague  was  ^  Appendix,  p. 

told  by  the  King  "  that  he  would  not  have  parted  with  Dunkirk  if  he  ~ 

could  have  been  permitted  to  retain  Colonel  Harley  in  that  post, 

which  he  would  have  preserved  for  his  Majesty;   but,  said  the 

King,  I  am  continually  disturbed,  because  he  is  represented  to  be 

a  notorious  Presbyterian."    The  King  was  clearly  not  insensible  to 

the  worth  of  the  mim  who  had  declined  a  viscountcy,  lest  his  zeal  and 

his  services  for  the  restoration  of  the  ancient  Govermnent  should  be 

reproached  as  proceeding  from  ambition  and  not  conscience ;  and 

his  bcinnj  made  a  Knight  of  the  Bath  was  done  without  his  know- 

ledge  :  when  employed  at  Dunkirk,  the  King  inserted  his  name  in 

the  list,  with  his  own  hand. 

Sir  P^dward  Harley  was  a  member  in  all  tlie  Parliaments  of  Charles 
the  Second,  after  the  Pestoration,  either  for  the  tov>Mi  of  Padnor  or  the 
c<nuity  of  Ilureford ;  and,  as  he  complied  not  witli  tlie  corrupt  measures 
of  the  Court,  so  he  never  entered  into  the  plans  ol"  others^  who,  under 
pretence  of  serving  the  public,  pursued  their  own  interest  or  revenge. 
Ho  vigorously  opposed  all  the  acts  for  persecuting  the  Dissenters,  and 
the  act  which  made  the  holy  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  a  civil  test; 
aikl,  when  King  James  H.  came  to  the  throne,  and  set  up  a  dispensing 
[Mjwer,  under  cloak  of  which,  he  intended  to  bring  in  Popery,  he  endea- 
voured, without  success,  to  prevail  with  Croft,  bishop  of  Hereford,  and 
^vith  the  Dissenters  of  that  county,  with  whom  he  had  justly  a  great 
inthieuce,  not  to  read  the  King's  declaration,  nor  make  any  address  upon 
it:  and  neither  he  nor  any  of  his  family  ever  took  any  oath  to  that  King.

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Thoucrli  he  was  a  favourer  of  sncli  as  dissented  from  the  Church  of 
England  for  conscience  sake,  and  sometimes  went  to  hear  Mr.  Baxter 
"Auditor  Har-  and  Others  in  London, which  brought  him  under  suspicion  of  being

still  a  favourer  of  the  Presbyterian  cause,  yet  he  constantly  attended 
church;  and  having,  as  his  son  Edward  says.  "  by  the  grace  of  God, 
and  a  constant  reading  of  the  scriptures,  attained  a  very  Christian 
temper,  he  never  engaged  in  the  narrow  principles  with  wliich 
several  parties  in  the  Church  liad  embroiled  themselves  and  the 
country  :"  a  confirmation  of  which  will  be  seen  in  his  letter  to  Lord 
^  P.  240-241.  Clarendon,  in  the  Appendix.^  Sir  Edward  was  a  good  and  religious 
naan,  untainted  by  the  evils  of  tliat  most  licentious  age,  and  during  the 
reign  of  King  James  he  weekly  spent  the  greater  part  of  one  day, 
either  alone  or  with  some  of  his  family,  in  imploring  the  mercy  of 
God,  that  the  storm  which  seemed  then  to  be  falling  on  the  nation 
might  be  averted." 

At  the  commencement  of  the  Revolution  he  exerted  himself  with 
his  sons  on  behalf  of  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  was  at  once  made 
Governor  of  Worcester  by  the  gentry  there  assembled;  which  city, 
by  his  great  prudence,  was  kept  in  absolute  quiet,  whilst  niost  others 
felt  the  shock  of  that  great  change.  He  was  unanimously  elected  in 
the  first  Parliament  of  King  William  for  the  county  of  Hereford,  and, 
consistently  wdth  the  high  principles  which  had  ever  actuated  him, 
avoided  all  place  and  recompence,  but  devoted  himself  to  the  obtain- 
ing of  such  laws  as  might  be  of  real  service  to  his  country ;  and  by 
his  means  the  act  for  abolishing  the  arbitrary  court  of  the  [Marches 
of  Wales  was  passed.  To  the  second  Parliament  his  return  was 
factiously  opposed,  under  the  cry  of  his  being  an  enemy  to  tlie 
Church ;  but,  the  successful  candidate  dying  within  a  few  months, 
he  was  again  unanimously  elected,  and  continued,  in  that  and  the 
succeeding  Parliaments,  constantly  to  oppose  the  extravagant  ways 
that  were  taken  for  running  the  nation  in  debt,  by  raising  funds 
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under  great  discounts,  wliereby  a  dependence  was  created  on  the 
nn'nister,  and  vast  estates  obtained  .  .  Pie  was  much  reo-arded  in 
the  House  of  Commons  for  his  sound  reasoning,  and  frequently  closed 
the  debates.  He  was  well  acquainted  with  the  character  of  men, 
yet  in  public  avoided  saying  anything  that  might  the  least  prejudice 
the  reputation  of  any  person.  His  conversation  was  very  entertain- 
ing ;  having  read  much  of  history  and  retained  what  he  read,  and 
having  himself  been  engaged  in  many  of  tlie  most  stirring  events  of 
his  own  times.  The  Auditor  records : — "  Our  father,  Sir  Edward 
Harley^  may  be  truly  said  to  have  had  all  the  accomplishments  of  a 
gentleman.  His  features  were  very  exact,  and  (he)  had  great  quick- 
ness in  his  eyes,  which  commanded  respect.  His  temper  was  natu- 
rally very  passionate,  though  mixed  with  the  greatest  tenderness  and 
humanity.  His  passion  he  kept  under  a  strict  restraint,  and  had  a 
manner  totally  subdued ;  but  his  generosity  and  tender  compassion 
to  all  objects  of  charity  continued  to  his  last."  He  was  not  less 
generous  than  brave.  Sir  Henry  Lingen  having  been  engaged  in  tlie  Auditor  Har- 
siege  of  Brampton  castle,  his  estate  was  laid  under  sequestration,  and  ^  ^  ° 
the  profits  thereof  ordered  to  be  applied  to  make  satisfaction  to  Sir 
Edward.  x\fter  an  inventory  of  all  his  goods  and  pcrsowal  estate  was 
taken,  Sir  Edward  waited  upon  the  Lady  Lingen,  and  having  asked 
whether  that  was  a  perfect  inventory,  he  presented  it  to  her,  with 
all  his  rioiit  to  the  same.  His  cousin  Smvth  havino;  cut  off  the 
entail  of  his  estate,  left  it  to  Sir  Edward ;  but  this  he  gave  up  at 
once  to  the  next  of  kin.  As  a  testimony  of  his  unfeigned  love  for 
religion,  and  its  public  maintenance,  he  not  only  rebuilt  the  church 
at  Brampton  Bryan  in  his  fatlier's  life-time,  but  augmented  the 
livings  of  Brampton  ]>rvan,  Leintwardine,  Wigmore,  Lyngen, 
Kington  and  Stow :  and  on  the  death  of  his  mother-in-law, 
becoming  interested  in  the  lease  of  tlie  impropriate  tithes  of  Folden 
in  Norfolk,  the  property  of  Caius  College,  he  proposed  surrendering 
tbe  same,  on  condition  of  its  perpetual  annexation  to  the  vicarage  ; 
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which  was  eftected,  tiiereby  augmenting  the  value  of  it  to  100/.  a- 
year :  and  when  the  College  offered  him  the  nomination  to  the  living, 
then  void,  he  only  so  far  availed  himself  of  it,  as  to  request  the  person 
to  he  nominated  should  be  first  approved  by  his  father's  friend. 
Dr.  Tuckney,  the  Master  of  St.  John's  College,  and  at  that  time 
Professor  of  Divinity  in  Cambridge.  His  letters  to  the  Master  and 
Appendix,  page  Fcllows,  and  also  to  Dr.  Tuckney,  will  be  found  m  the  Appendix, 
together  with  a  memorandum  of  the  Master  and  Fellows  relative  to 
the  business. 

Appendix  XI.  The  Appendix  contains  a  letter  of  Sir  William  Gregory,  which, 
^'  "  ^'  bidding  Sir  Edward  to  the  funeral  of  John,  Lord  Scudamore,  records 

the  friendship  which  existed  between  these  two  worthies  of  Herefoi'd- 
shire,  who  had  taken  o[)posite  parts  in  the  Civil  Wars.  Truly,  tliey 
were  among  the  excellent  of  the  earth.  They  loved  and  feared 
God,  and  left  substantial  proof  of  their  devotion  to  His  cause,  hi  the 
restoration  to  the  Church  of  tithes,  of  which  she  had  been  despoiled. 

For  the  two  or  three  last  years  of  his  life  he  wisely  retired  from 
public,  and,  as  his  father  and  grandfiither  before  him,  died  in  peace  at 
Auditor's  notes.  Bramptou  Bryaii,  8  Dec.  1700.    So  exemplary  was  his  virtue,  and 
love  to  his  country,  that  he  was  called  by  discerning  persons,  "uhi- 
mus  Angloritin." 

Sir  Edward  was  twice  married:  firstly,  26  June,  1654,  to  Mary, 
daughter  of  Sir  William  Button,  of  Parkgate,  in  co.  Devon,  by  whom 
he  had  issue  : — 

Brilliana,  wife  of  William  Pupliam,  of  Tewkesbury : 
^Martha,  wife  of  Samuel  Ilutchins,  of  London,  merchant : 
And  two  ^Maries,  who  died  young. 

Secondly,  to  Abigail,  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Ste[)hens,  of  Essing- 
ton,  in  CO.  of  Gloucester,  (by  whom  his  children  were  allied  to  Sii- 
Francis  Walsingliam,  Sir  Pliilip  Sydney,  and  the  Earl  of  Essex,) 
and  by  her  had  tour  sons  and  one  daughter :  viz. — 
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Robert,  the  Earl  of  Oxford  : 

Edward,  the  Auditor  of  the  Imprest : 

Nathaniel,  a  merchant,  who  died  at  Aleppo : 

Brian,  who  died  young  : 

And  Abigail,  who  died  unmarried  1726. 

Lady  Frances  Yernon  Harcourt's  collections  contain  many  letters  of 
Sir  Edward,  but  none  written  to  his  Mother,  or  during  her  life-time. 
They  were,  no  doubt,  all  preserved  and  treasured  up  by  one  who 
loved  him  so  fondly,  and  must  have  perished,  with  many  valuables,  in 
the  ruin  of  the  castle,  wdien  a  considerable  library  of  MSS.  and 
printed  books  was  destroyed.  Portraits  remain  of  Thomas  Harley, 
Esq.,  Sir  Robert  Harley  by  Oliver,  and  Sir  Edward  by  Cooper,  all 
engraved  by  Vertue,  and  published  in  Collins's  Historical  Collection  ; 
and  there  is  a  portrait  of  the  Lady  Brilliana  Harley  still  in  the  pos- 
session of  her  descendant,  Lord  Rodney,  and  now  at  his  seat  at 
Berrington,  in  the  county  of  Hereford. 

In  addition  to  the  orioinals,  the  Editor  has  had  the  use  of  a  com- 
plete  transcript  of  them,  made  by  the  Lady  Frances  Vernon  Har- 
court,  and  illustrated  by  her  own  notes;  and  it  would  be  unjust  to  his 
friend  and  neighbour,  the  Rev.  John  Webb,  of  Tretire,  whose  accu- 
rate knowledge  of  the  history  of  the  times  to  which  these  letters 
refer  is  well  known,  if  he  did  not  here  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
ready  and  valuable  advice  he  has  at  all  times  received  from  him  in 
the  preparation  of  this  Introduction  and  the  notes  which  accompany 
the  Letters.

The  Character  of  Sir  Robert  Harley,  taken  from  a  Sermon- 
preached  AT  HIS  Funeral,  entitled,  "  The  Beloved  Dis- 
ciple," BY  Thomas  Froysell,  Minister  of  Clun,  in  Shrop- 
shire.   Lond.  1658. 

We  have  marched  all  this  day  in  sable  posture  :  I  pray  we  may  all  walk 
in  white  one  day  with  Jesus  Christ.  This  present  scene  of  sorrow  becomes 
us.  As  the  aire  receives  severall  impressions  from  the  superiour  bodies, 
she  looks  lightsome  when  the  heavens  shine,  and  sad  again,  when  they  look 
black  again  upon  her  ;  so,  when  the  celestiall  providence  shall  change  her 
countenance  upon  us,  'tis  our  duty  to  change  our  aspects. 

Our  losso  is  very  great.  We  have  lost  a  chiefe  man,  one  that  was  a 
common  and  publick  good.  The  sun  of  this  country  is  set.  Sir  Robert 
Ilarley  gave  a  great  light  to  these  parts.  We  are  wont  to  say  of  fair 
weather,  "  'tis  pitty  it  should  doe  any  hurt,"  because  we  are  loth  it  should 
over  leave  us.  I  am  sure,  I  may  say,  'tis  pitty  that  good  men  should  dye 
and  leave  us — that  brave  Sir  Robert  Harley  should  ever  be  missed  among 
us  ;  he  was  as  choyce  a  piece  as  our  age  hath  known  ;  a  man  that  was  the 
rariety  of  men  ;  a  man  whom  his  descent  had  elevated  above  the  rate  of 
ordinary  men  ;  and  a  man  whose  veins  free  grace  had  filled,  with  nobler 
blood;  a  man  of  whom  I  may  say,  in  the  words  of  my  text,  "Thou  art 
greatly  beloved."    (Page  1 — 3.) 

(Page  97  to  the  end.)  And  this  leads  me  now  into  the  discourse  of  this 
great  man  and  great  saint,  whose  funeralls  we  at  this  time  celebrate.  He 
was  a  great  man  by  birth ;  he  was  a  great  saint  by  grace ;  and  therefore 
greatly  beloved.  I  shall  not  speak  the  greatnesse  and  antiquity  of  his 
honourable  family,  although  these  shining  adjuncts  set  him  out  in  bright- 
nesse  and  splendour  to  the  eye  of  the  world ;  yet,  because  they  make  not  a 
man  greatly  beloved  in  the  eye  of  God,  I  shall  rather  speak  of  those  titles 
of  honour  that  are  not  written  in  dust — those  things  that  did  greaten  his 
greatnesse. 

I  know  he  had  his  humanities,  for  we  are  all  but  men  till  we  are  glorified 
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saints,  and  then  our  infirmities  as  well  as  sorrows  shall  be  done  away  ;  a^  all 
tears  shall  be  wiped  from  our  eyes,  so  all  stains  shall  be  washed  from  our 
natures. 

My  language  is  not  a  match  for  his  excellent  vertues.  His  spirituall 
lineaments  and  beauties  are  above  my  pencill.  I  want  art  to  draw  his  pic- 
ture. And  though  little  grace  seems  much  (nay,  more  than  it  is.)  in  a 
great  person,  yet  I  think  I  may  safely  say  that  his  gracious  greatnesse  did 
transcend  his  outward  greatnesse.  If  other  saints  are  candles,  he  was  a 
torch.  If  others  are  starres,  he  was  a  starre  of  greater  magnitude.  He 
made  his  outward  greatnesse  but  a  servant  to  the  exercise  of  his  graces.  He 
was  a  copy  for  all  great  men  to  transcribe  in  all  descending  ages.  He  was 
a  man  of  desires  :  a  saint  in  great  letters  :  famous  (I  think)  throughout  the 
land,  one  where  or  other,  for  his  graces.  To  my  knowledge  eminent  minis- 
ters did  most  eminently  prize  him.  Sir  Robert  Harley  was  a  sweet  name 
upon  their  lips.  When  they  spake  of  him,  they  would  speak  with  honour 
and  delight  in  him. 

(1)  .  I  have  hoard  himself  say,  that  God  (in  His  great  mercy)  had  kept 
him  unstained  from  grosse  sins  :  a  great  priviledge  and  favour  of  Heaven  ! 
More  than  many  a  w^orthy  saint  can  say,  that  his  life  (like  a  fair  sheet  of 
paper)  should  be  preserved  pure  and  white  from  foul  blots,  and  then  written 
upon  with  golden  letters  of  grace.  I  must  tell  you,  this  is  a  lovely 
manuscript. 

(2)  .  He  was  the  first  that  brought  the  Gospell  into  these  parts.  This 
country  lay  under  a  vaile  of  darknesse  till  he  began  to  shine.  He  set  his 
first  choyce  upon  that  transcendent  holy  man,  Mr.  Peacock,  in  Oxfoid,  but 
God  took  him  to  Heaven,  which  prevented  his  coming  to  Brampton.  Then 
Providence  led  him  to  the  knowledge  of  that  now  blessed  servant  of  God, 
Mr.  Peirson,  whose  exemplary  graces  and  ministery  shed  a  rich  influence 
abroad  the  country. 

'  And  as  God  removed  godly  ministers  by  death,  he  continued  still  a  suc- 
cession of  them  to  you.  Not  onely  Brampton  Brian,  but  ye  also  of  \\'ig- 
more,  and  ve  of  Leyntwardiiie,  owe  your  very  souls  to  Sir  Robert  Harley, 
who  maintained  your  ministers  upon  his  own  cost,  that  they  might  feed  you 
with  the  Gospell  of  Jesus  Christ. 

(3)  .  He  was  the  pillar  of  religion  among  us.    How  would  he  counten- 
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ance  godUncsse  ?  His  greatnesse  professing  Christ  brought  profession  into 
credit,  and  cast  a  lustre  on  it  Profession  began  to  grow  and  spread  itselfe 
under  his  shade 

(4)  .  His  planting  of  godly  ministers,  and  then  backing  them  with  his 
authority,  made  religion  famous  in  this  little  corner  of  the  world.  Oh  ! 
what  comfortable  times  had  we  (through  Gods  mercy)  before  the  wars  ! 
How  did  our  publick  meetings  shine  with  his  exemplary  presence  in  the 
midst  of  them  I 

(5)  .  He  would  feed  heartily  upon  the  ordinances.  He  came  with  hunger 
to  them,  and  did  afterward  digest  them  into  reall  nutriment.  How  wotild 
his  heart  melt  under  the  word,  and  dissolve  into  liquid  tears  !  I  have  seen 
him  thaw  and  distill  as  the  v,'eeping  trees  under  the  winter  sun-beams. 

(6)  .  He  did  deal  much  in  prayer.  He  would  embark  no  undertaking 
till  he  had  sought  God.  He  would  frait  his  vessell,  hoyse  up  the  mast,  and 
spread  the  sailes  :  (he  would  not  neglect  the  meanes)  yet  he  would,  by 
prayer,  beg  the  winds,  and  wait  the  gales  of  Providence  to  set  his  ship 
a-rroinn-. 

o  o 

(7)  .  His  house  was  an  house  of  prayer;  'twas  the  center  where  the 
saints  met  to  seek  God. 

(8)  .  He  was  noble  in  his  liberality  to  the  saints  in  their  wants  :  their 
necessity  was  his  opportunity. 

C9).  He  was  spirited  with  a  keen  hatred  of  sin  and  prophanenesse.  He 
would  not,  I  may  say,  he  could  not  brook  it,  in  any  under  his  roof.  He 
would  oiivn  say,  he  cared  not  for  the  service  of  one  that  feared  not  God. 

(10)  .  He  was  a  friend  to  Gods  friends.  They  that  did  love  God  had 
his  love.  Gods  people  were  his  darlings  :  they  had  the  cream  of  his  affec- 
tions. If  any  poor  Christian  were  crush'd  by  malice  or  wrong,  whither 
would  they  fly,  but  to  Sir  Robert  Ilarley  ? 

(11)  .  Againe,  if  at  any  time  he  had  been  angry,  he  would  quickly  desire 
to  be  reconciled ;  saying,  "  We  must  take  heed  least  the  dcvill  come 
l.'vtwecn." 

(  He  loved  his  children  most  tenderly  ;  I  think  no  man  in  the  world 
i-.irried  more  of  a  fathers  dearnesse  in  him  than  he  did,  yet  he  would  never 
Inar  with  any  evill  in  any  of  his  children  ;  he  would  often  say  to  them,  I 
d'-sre  nothing  of  you  but  your  love,  and  that  you  keep  from  sin. 
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(13)  .  The  soule  of  his  religion  was  sincerity;  he  knew  no  end  but  to 
serve  God  and  to  be  saved.  1  shall,  in  this  place,  bring  in  a  notable  speech 
of  his  about  a  year  and  a  halfe  since  :  when  a  most  eminent  minister  of 
the  land  came  to  visit  him,  and  ask't  him  what  comfortable  evidences  he 
had  of  his  salvation  ?  he  answered,  "  he  had  nothing  to  rely  upon  but  Jesus 
Christ,  and  he  knew  no  religion  but  sincerity." 

(14)  .  He  was  a  great  honourer  of  Godly  ministers;  he  carried  them  in 
his  bosome ;  of  all  men  in  the  world  they  sat  next  his  heart,  he  did  hug 
them  in  his  dearest  embraces ;  I  must  tell  you  he  was  their  sanctuary  in 
evill  times.  How  oft  hath  he  interposed  between  them  and  dangers  !  when 
sinfuU  greatnesse  did  frown  upon  them,  this  great  man  would  show  himselfe 
upon  the  stage  for  them.  When  Mr.  Pierson  was  questioned  before  the 
Bishop,  Sir  Robert  Harley  was  not  afraid  to  appear  constantly  in  his 
defence  ;  I  could  tell  you  that  he  felt  the  frowns  and  displeasures  of  a  near 
relation  rather  than  he  would  desert  that  servant  of  Jesus  Christ.  When 
Dr.  Stoughton  and  Mr.  Workman  were  in  trouble.  Sir  Robert  Harley 
accompanied  them  to  the  High  Commission,  which  made  the  Archbishop 
dart  frowns  upon  him. 

(15)  .  He  was  also  a  magistrate;  and  herein  (I  must  tell  you)  he  was 
animated  with  a  most  nimble  soul  of  zeal  against  sin.  He  was  full  of 
spirits  against  all  dishonours  done  to  God ;  he  was  a  terrour  to  evill  works  ; 
he  knew  no  respect  of  persons  in  a  businesse,  wherein  God  was  wTonged. 
Among  other  thinofs,  how  would  he  vindicate  the  Sabbath  from  contempt  I 
Prophannesse  durst  not  appear  upon  the  face  of  it.  By  this  means  the  con- 
gregations were  frequented  on  the  Lords  dayes,  and  many  thousand  soules, 
prevented  from  their  sinfull  sports,  sate  under  the  droppings  of  the  word. 

(16)  .  He  paid  a  dear  devotion  of  love  to  the  Lords  day  (that  pearle  of 
the  week).  When  the  licentious  sinfulnesse  of  times  cryed  it  down,  how 
often  have  I  heard  him  plead  it  up  !  with  excellency  of  arguments  !  and  in 
his  own  practice  he  rose  alwayes  earlier  upon  the  Lords  day  (and  dayes  of 
humiliation),  even  to  the  times  of  his  extreme  weaknesse.  He  rejoyced 
still  when  the  Sabbath  came,  and  was  usually  more  chearfuU  that  day  than 
others,  even  in  his  sicknesse.  He  wept  much  when  his  servants  sutlored 
him  to  sleep  on  the  Lords  day  later  than  he  used,  although  he  had  not 
rested  all  that  night. 


SIR  ROBERT  HARLEY^S  FUNERAL  SERMON. 


XXXV 


(17).  He  was  one  that  did  swim  deep  in  the  tide  of  fasting  and  humilia- 
tion. I  have  seldom  seen  an  heart  broken  upon  such  a  day  as  his  was  wont 
to  be.  He  was  one  that  did  stand  in  the  gap,  that  did  sigh  and  cry  for  the 
abominations  done  in  the  land,  and  for  it  God  set  a  mark  upon  his  fore- 
head. Though  his  castle  was  ruined,  yet  God  set  a  mark  upon  him,  when 
the  naked  sword,  that  messenger  of  death,  walkt  the  land,  and  lookt  keen 
upon  you  ;  and  God  set  His  seal  of  safety  upon  his  dear  Lady.  That  noble 
Lady  and  Phoenix  of  Women  dyed  in  peace  ;  though  surrounded  with  drums 
and  noyse  of  war,  yet  she  took  her  leave  in  peace.  The  sword  had  no 
force  against  her,  as  long  as  God  preserved  her,  He  preserved  the  place 
where  she  was.  And  the  Man  cloath'd  with  linnen  set  a  mark  also  upon 
the  forehead  of  his  children ;  for  when  they  with  the  castle  were  surrendered 
up,  God  made  their  enemies  to  treat  them  gently ;  he  had  his  Jewells  sent 
safely  to  him  by  the  hand  of  Providence. 

(18j.  He  was  (I  know  not  how  oft)  chosen  by  his  country  to  the  High 
Senate  and  Court  of  Parliament,  and  there  (that  I  may  speak  within  my 
knowledge)  he  was  a  bright  and  glorious  star  in  that  shining  constellation  ; 
as  some  stars  are  more  excellent  than  others,  so  was  he  there.  He  was  a 
man  of  fixed  principles  ;  religion  and  solid  reformation  was  all  the  white  he 
shot  at.  He  appeared  all  along  for  a  setled  ministery,  and  the  iiberall 
maintenance  thereof.  He  procured  the  ordinance  for  settling  the  ministers 
at  Hereford ;  his  compasse,  without  trepidation  or  variation,  stood  con- 
stantly right  to  that  pole,  the  good  of  his  country  and  gospell,  which  he 
kept  ever  in  his  eye.  And  though  his  losse  were  vast  in  those  destroying 
tin»es,  yet  he  laboured  not  for  recompence  of  his  private  losses,  nor  receiv'd 
any  in  the  world. 

He  was  very  zealous  against  Superstition  and  Heresie,  and  for  Church 
Government.  When  one  of  the  Parliament  said  to  him,  "  Sir  Robert 
Harley,  why  are  you  thus  earnest  for  Presbytery  ?  you  see  it  is  so  opposed 
that  it  is  in  yain  to  seek  to  settle  it."  He  replyed,  "  Let  us  so  much  rather 
be  earnest  for  it,  though  we  gain  it  by  inches  ;  what  we  obtain  now  with 
much  difficulty  and  opposition  shall  be  of  use  one  day,  when  there  shall  not 
be  heard  so  much  as  the  sound  of  a  hammer." 

(19).  He  could  (when  he  was  put  to  it)  live  by  faith.  In  the  wars, 
when  the  stream  of  his  estate  (which  should  have  maintain'd  and  watred 
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him  and  his  family)  was  diverted  wholly  from  them,  he  would  say  often, 
"  Dear  children,  it  may  be,  God  will  bring  us  to  want  bread;  some  say  it  is 
base  to  live  from  hand  to  mouth,  but  I  am  of  another  mind;  I  linde  it  the 
best  way  of  living-,  and  (which  was  an  high  expression)  who  can  be  afraid 
of  God's  providence  ?  welcome  what  the  Lord  sends,  if  it  go  well  with  the 
Church,  it  is  no  matter." 

(20).  His  soul  was  paved  with  humble  submission  to  God  in  hardest 
dispensations.  When  after  the  wars  he  returned  into  the  country  and  came  to 
see  with  what  face  Brampton  look't,  he  rode  toward  his  castle  gate,  and  seeing 
the  ruineSj  put  oft  his  hat,  and  said,  "  God  hath  brought  great  desolation 
upon  this  place  since  1  saw  it ;  I  desire  to  say  '  the  Lord  hath  given  and  tlie 
Lord  hath  taken,  and  blessed  be  tlie  name  of  the  Lord  ;'  in  His  good  time  He 
will  raise  it  up  again  ;  when  His  house  is  built,  God  (I  trust)  will  build 
mine  ;"  and  observe,  that  he  took  care  to  build  this  house  a  place  of  worship, 
and  let  his  own  lie  buried  still  in  its  w  oefull  mines. 

You  have  had  the  fLiir  and  sumptuous  prospect  of  his  life,  which  stood 
aloft  like  a  beauteous  city  upon  an  hill. 

Let  us  now  follow  him  to  his  sicknesse,  which  (you  know)  confined  him 
some  years  to  his  chamber ;  and  here  I  see  the  seaven  stars,  or  seaven  celes- 
tiall  signs,  appear  in  the  night  of  his  sicknesse. 

First.  The  greatest  trouble  of  his  sicknesse  to  him  was,  that  it  disabled 
him  from  enjoying  the  publick  ordinances;  he  dearly  loved  the  soleum 
assemblies;  one  day  in  Gods  court  was  better  to  him  than  a  thousand. 
The  want  of  the  publick  ordinances  was  the  sicknesse  of  his  sicknesse. 

Secondly.  His  divine  em])loyment.  Most  of  his  time  (both  day  and 
night),  whilst  lu'  was  detained  in  his  chamber,  was  spent  in  hearing  some 
good  book,  or  tlie  Scriptures,  read  to  him  ;  he  used  very  often  to  hoar  the 
17  chapter  of  St.  John  and  the  8  to  the  Romans  read  to  him  ;  and  those 
two  golden  texts  in  the  8  to  the  Romans,  "  all  things  work  together  for 
good  to  them  tliat  love  God,"  and  "  He  that  spared  not  His  own  Son,  but 
delivered  Him  v.p  for  us  all,  how  shall  He  not  with  Him  also  freely  give  us 
all  things?"  he  would  repeat  often,  saying,  "  he  knew  no  such  cordialls."' 

Thirdly.  His  victory  over  Sathan.  It  pleased  God,  about  two  vears 
since,  to  permit  Satan  to  buffet  him  severall  times.  Once  he  lay  all  night 
and  slept  not,  and  he  was  heard  to  say  often,  "  Lord,  rebuke  the  tempter  ! 
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Lord,  give  victory  I  Lord,  be  gracious  !"  With  these  expressions  he  spent 
five  or  six  hours  ;  in  the  morning  he  spake  very  chearfully,  and  said  he  wouki 
be  laid  to  sleep  ;  and  having  taken  quiet  rest,  he  awaked,  and  said  that  all 
the  sins  of  his  lite  had  been  laid  before  him  that  night,  and  those  things  (he 
said)  that  he  had  long  forgotten,  he  then  remembered.  He  said,  the 
tempter  had  been  very  busie,  But,  blessed  be  God,  I  did  not  sleep  untill  I 
had  made  my  peace  with  God,  through  Jesus  Christ."  Then  he  chearfully 
said,  a  little  while  after,  "  God  may  let  Satan  buffet  us  for  a  time,  but  he 
shall  never  prevaile."  After  this  his  chearfulnesse  continued  without  inter- 
ruption. 

Fourthly.  His  wdllingnesse  to  die.  He  was  wont  to  say,  many  wish  to 
live  over  their  lives  againe,  that  they  might  mend  what  had  been  amisse. 
"  I  would  not  be  to  live  over  my  life  again,  least  I  should  make  it  worse  ;  I 
would  not  for  all  the  world  be  young  again,  because  I  would  not  be  so  far 
from  Heaven."  And  he  would  say  to  his  children,  w^hen  he  had  them 
about  him,  "  I  have  taught  you  how  to  live,  and  I  hope  I  shall  teach  you 
how  to  die." 

Fifthly.  His  patience  under  his  sharp  sufferings.  His  disease  was  stone 
and  palsie,  and  they  that  know  these  must  look  for  tortures  ;  yet  in  his 
sharpest  pains  and  torments  he  would  mollitie  them  with  this  consideration, 
— that  is  best  which  God  doth.  He  would  often  say,  the  will  of  the 
Lord  be  done,  above  all  and  in  all,  for  that  is  best  of  all  ;  and  he  would 
support  hiraselfe  under  his  sharp  pains  with  this  meditation, — Heaven  will 
make  amends  tor  all ;  and  sometimes,  when  asked  how  he  did,  he  would 
•answer,  "  poor,  but  going  to  Heaven,  as  fast  as  I  can."  His  lips  (like  an 
honey  combe)  would  drop  such  sweet  expressions  as  these,  "  if  the  Lord 
see  it  best  for  me,  that  the  stone  in  the  bladder  should  be  the  way  to  bring 
me  to  Heaven,  His  will  be  done  :  it  is  better  to  die  of  the  stone  in  the 
bladder,  than  of  the  stone  in  the  heart."  Thus  (if  you  observe)  he  fed  his 
patience  under  the  divine  hand,  with  divine  arguments.  That  place  of 
Scripture,  1  Cor.  10,  13,  "  there  hath  no  temptation  taken  you,  but  such 
as  is  common  to  man ;  but  God  is  faithful,  who  will  not  suffer  you  to  be 
ti'mptcd  above  that  you  are  able,"  he  did  often  mention  with  joy  ;  saying, 
it  was  the  first  place  whereby  God  gave  him  comfort ;  and  some  few  days  be- 
fore his  death,  when  he  \vas  in  much  pain,  he  said,  "  blessed  be  God,  who 
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brings  this  place  with  comfort  to  me,  whereby  1  had  received  first  joy  ;" 
and  so  repeated  those  words,  "  there  is  no  temptation,"  &c.;  adding  further, 
"  blessed  be  God,  blessed  be  what  comes  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  ;  Lord, 
be  gracious."    Thus  you  see  his  admirable  patience. 

Sixthly.  His  love  to  the  Glory  of  God,  and  the  Church  of  God.  To  joy 
under  great  afflictions  is  a  hard  matter  ;  water  quencheth  fire,  yet  his  joy 
in  that  which  concern'd  God  his  affliction  could  not  extinguish.  He  was 
wont  to  pray  constantly  since  the  ruines  and  desolations  of  Brampton,  that 
God  would  restore  the  Gospel  hither :  and  two  days  before  his  death  he 
rejoiced  exceedingly,  when  he  was  told  that  this  place  of  publick  worship 
was  finished.  About  three  days  before  his  death,  when  he  arose  and  went 
to  prayer  (as  he  constantly  used  to  do),  though  not  able  to  enlarge  in 
prayer,  because  of  weaknesse,  he  prayed  for  the  ruine  of  Antichrist,  for 
the  Churches  of  God  beyond  sea,  naming  Savoy,  Switzerland,  Germany. 
Upon  the  fifth  of  November,  though  very  weak,  and  under  great  pains, 
yet  he  blessed  God,  for  the  great  mercy  of  that  day  to  the  Church,  and  the 
nation,  and  to  himself,  who  was  of  the  Parliament  when  the  Powder  Plot 
was  intended,  and  for  the  many  mercies  God  had  vouchsafed  him  to  see 
since  that  time  in  the  Church  and  in  his  own  family ;  for  his  lady,  the 
mother  of  his  children,  who  (he  said)  was  gone  to  Heaven  before  him, 
and  for  his  childrens  children  ;  and  for  his  hearing,  which  being  lost,  God 
restored  him  perfectly.  Thus,  the  day  before  he  dyed,  he  kept  a  day  of 
thanksgiving  to  God,  for  all  His  former  mercies.  Oh,  what  spiritual  and 
angelical  elevation  of  heart  was  this  I  His  soul  was  musical,  like  the  swan  ; 
he  sang  before  his  death  :  which  leads  me  to  another  branch. 

Seventhly.  His  faith  and  assurance.  A  godly  minister  speaking  to  him 
concerning  his  dissolution  ;  he  said,  "  What  matter  is  it  if  my  poor  cottage 
be  falling  here  below  I  I  am  sure  of  a  fair  house  upon  the  top  of  yonder 
hill."  A  day  or  two  before  his  death,  the  5  of  Job  being  read  to  him  in 
course,  he  said,  "  He  that  hath  been  with  me  in  six  troubles  will  not  leave  me 
in  the  seventh."  And,  lastly,  having  (like  good  old  Jacob)  given  his 
blessing  to  all  his  children  that  were  then  at  home,  and  to  his  grandchil- 
dren ;  desiring  the  Lord  to  blesse  and  sanctifie  them  particularly  ;  I  say, 
havin(?  done  this  about  an  hour  before  his  death,  though  under  extream 
pain,  he  said,  "  Blessed  be  God  for  this  quiet  peace."    Thus  his  peace  with 
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God  shined  like  a  candle  in  his  heart,  till  his  lamp  of  life  went  out  with 
these  last  words,  *'  I  die,  Lord  be  gracious  !"  In  the  flame  of  these  words 
his  soule  (like  the  angell  of  God  that  appeared  to  Manoah)  ascended,  and 
went  up  to  Heaven     Thus  this  glorious  saint  went  up  to  glory. 

In  the  best  times  there  were  few  or  none  better;  in  these  declining  times 
he  hath  left  almost  none  like  him  among  us.  I  pray  God  to  double  the 
spirit  of  deceased  Elijah  upon  his  surviving  Elisha.  The  Lord  repair  the 
ruines  of  this  castle,  and  build  up  this  great  family  for  the  glory  of  His 
name  in  these  parts. 

Before  I  leave,  I  cannot  but  tell  you,  how  God  hath  taken  three  brave 
men  of  late  from  us.  The  first  upon  whom  the  lot  fell  was  INIr.  Richard 
More  of  Linley,  the  next  was  Mr.  Humphrey  Walcot  of  Walcot,  and  now 
it  hath  fallen  upon  renowned  Sir  Robert  Harley.  I  mention  them  here 
together,  because  these  three  were  the  triangles  of  our  country ;  and  whilst 
they  lived  were  special  friends,  and  of  one  heart  for  God  in  the  concern- 
ments of  His  Gospell.  And  now  I  have  done  :  onely  to  put  you  in  mind  a 
little  of  yourselves.  You  see,  you  are  dying  creatures  :  oh,  then  I  consider 
your  later  end  !  the  consideration  of  our  last  end  should  be  the  exercise  of 
our  first  thoughts  :  to  consider  our  end,  would  be  the  end  of  our  sins,  and 
the  resurrection  of  our  repentance  ;  ashes  keep  fire  alive  ;  so  this  considera- 
tion, that  w^e  are  dust  and  ashes,  will  keep  our  graces  alive. 
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Page  V.  JTarkj.!,  family  of. — The  family  of  Harley  is  of  very  ancient  descent;  it  is  still  Abridaod  from 
a  question  whether  it  be  Roman,  Saxon,  or  Norman,  but  certainly  it  was  settled  in  Shrop-  ot"Eii''laniu\'-or.*^ 
shire  before  the  Norman  Conquest,  at  which  time  Sir  John  de  Harley  was  Lord  of  Harley  ^-^"'j"^- 
Castle.    In  the  obit  or  leger  book  of  Pershore  abbey  there  is  a  commemoration  of  one  of  Ars.  I'c.li-p  i-  in 
the  Harleys  who  defeated  the  Danes  at  Goodluck  Hill,  near  that  place,  about  the  year  k.y'>\4iKvth!n>" 
1013.    Sir  John  de  Harley,  of  Harley  Castle,  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Sir  Titus  de 
Leii,'hton  (by  Letitia  his  wife,  daughter  of  Hugh  le  Brune),  and  left  issue  Sir  ^^'illiam  de  Sir  William  de 
Harley,  who  accompanied  Godfrey  de  BuUoigne  to  the  Holy  Land,  109S,  and  in  honour 
of  which  he  was  made  a  Knight  of  St.  Sepulchre.    He  married  Katharine,  daughter  of 
Sir  Jasper  Croft,  a  knight  of  that  order.    He  was  buried  in  the  abbey  at  Pershore,  where 
there  is  a  monument  to  him,  of  which  it  is  to  he  observed, "  that  the  shield  on  his  effigies  is 
plain,  without  any  arms,  according  to  the  custom  of  most  ancient  times."' — Collins.   In  the 
ficventh  descent  from  Sir  William  (24  Edw.  I.)  the  King  granted  to  ^Malcolm  de  Harley,  >ralcohn  de  in.r- 
his  chaplain  and  beloved  clerk,  the  marriage  of  his  ward,  Margaret,  daughter  and  co-heir  ^''^ ' 
of  Bryan  de  Brampton,  for  his  nephew,  Robert  de  Harleigh.    The  descent  of  the  Bryans  Kryrui  Kramj*- 
is  trace<l  from  and  beyond  Maud,  daughter  of  Sir  AVilliani  de  Breos,  Lord  of  Brecon,  and  """ 
widow  of  Roger  ^Nlortinier,  Lord  of  Wigmore.    The  issue  of  this  marriage  was  Rol'crt, 
Bryan,  Walter,  and  Joan.     Robert  and  Bryan  married  two  sisters,  Joan  and  Eleanor,  — lioijort. 
daughters  of  Sir  Roger  Corbet,  of  Morton,  knight,  and  dividing  the  inheritance,  the  only 
daugister  of  Robert  carried  the  Castle  of  Harley  and  other  Shropshire  property  into  the 
fjmily  of  Grendon.    Joan  married  Gilbert  de  Lacy,  Lord  of  Castle  Frome,  co.  Hereford. 
Brampton,  Bucton,  Byton,  and  other  lands  in  Wiggesnioreland,  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  second 
sou,  Bryan,  who  distinguished  himself  in  the  French  wars,  and  was  there  knighted,  and  w  as  Brj  an  (1). 
r>.'<-«»nimended  by  the  Black  Prince  to  his  father  to  be  one  of  the  Knights  of  the  Garter,  IniC 
dit'd  Itefore  the  election.     By  his  marriage  he  left  a  sou  Bri/an,  and  a  daughter  Eleanor, 
inarriod  to  Sir  John  Bromwich,  of  Bromwich  Castle.    This  Bryan  (-2)  was  governor  of  nrvan  <  J). 
.Montgomery  and  Dolveren  Castles,  which  he  successfully  defended  against  Owen  Glen- 
dower;  in  memory  of  which  his  crest  was  changed  from  a  buck's  head  proper  to  a  lion 
ranij.unt  gules,  issuing  out  of  a  tower  triple-towered  proper.     He  married  Isolda,  daugli- 
f'T  of  Sir  R.dph  Lyngen,  of  Stoke  Edith,  in  the  county  of  Hereford,  knight,  and  left  two  Ilirluiid.  ob.  5.  p. 
t^u^,  Richard  and  Jetfery :   the  former  died  unmarried,  but  Jetiery,  by  his  hrst  marriage 
with  .lohun  ap  Harry,  liad  a  daughter,  Margaret,  who  married  Hugh  Wolley,  and  by  his 
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second  marriage  with  Joce  or  Juliana,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Burleigh  or  Burley,  two  sou;;, 
John  and  Brsan,  and  a  daughter,  Joan.  Bryan  (3)  was  killed  in  Brampton  Bn.an,  on 
Palm  Sunday,  by  Radnorshire  felons;  and  John,  engaged  in  the  cause  of  the  House  of 
York,  was  knighted  on  the  field  at  Gaston,  near  Tewkesbury :  he  married  Joan,  daughter 
of  Sir  Richani  Ilackluit,  of  Yetton,  by  whom  he  left  Richard,  and  Alice,  married  tirst  to 
Richard  Monington,  and  secondly  to  William  Tomkins,  of  Monington.  Richard  Harley 
married  Catharine,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Vaughan,  of  Tretower  Castle,  in  the  county  of 
Brecknock  (whose  descent  is  traced  from  the  ancient  British  princes  of  Hereford,  Breck- 
nock, and  Radnor,  previous  to  the  Norman  Conquest,  and  from  the  noble  families  of  Clares 
and  Mortimers,  as  also  from  all  the  Princes  of  Wales),  and  had  issue  John,  William,  and 
Thomas,  and  a  daugliter,  Catharine,  married  to  Robert  Hop  wood. 

This  John  Harley  signalized  himself  as  a  Commander  at  Flodden  Field  (1.513),  and 
married,  11  Plenry  YIII,  (1519-20),  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Croft,  of  Croft  Castle, 
knight,  by  whom  he  had  issue  :  John,  Thomas,  Rector  of  Brampton  Bryan,  William, 
Edward,  and  Margaret  married  to  Thomas  Adams,  also  Joyce  and  Elizabeth,  who  died 
unmarried;  and  by  his  second  marriage,  with  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  Ed,  Rouse,  of  co. 
Worcester,  a  daughter  Alice,  who  married  Simon  Macklew. 

On  the  30  March,  1541 ,  John  Harley  covenanted  for  the  marriage  of  his  son  John,  then 
a  minor,  with  Maud,  daughter  of  Richard  Warncomb,  of  Hereford,  esquire,  and  afterwards 
co-heiress  (with  her  sister  Alice  who  had  married,  first,  William  Wigmore  of  Shobdon, 
and  secondly.  Sir  James  Croit,^'  of  Croft  Castle,  by  whom  she  had  three  sons,  Edward, 
John,  and  George;  and  three  daughters,  P^leanor,  married  to  Sir  John  Scudamore,  of 
Holm  Lacy,  Gentleman  Usher  to  Queen  Elizabeth;  ^Margaret,  married  to  William  Rud- 
hall  of  Rudhall,  esquire,  and  Jane,  who  died  unmarried,)  of  James  AVarncon\b.  who 
died  possessed  of  the  manor  of  Lugdwardine,  and  divers  other  manors  and  lands  in  the  co. 
of  Hereford.  She  had  for  her  share  the  manors  of  Aylton,  Pieksley,  and  lands  at  Bodon- 
ham,  "V^'ebton,  Gothermet,  Leyntall  Starkes,  Elton,  and  several  houses  in  Leominster  and 
Hereford.  O^  tliis  marriage  came  John,  slain  in  the  French  wars,  Thomas,  William, 
and  Richard;  and  three  daughters,  Catharine,  married  first  to  John  Cresset,  of  Upton 
Cresset,  and  secordly  to  John  Cornwall  the  Baron  of  Burford;  Elizabeth,  married  to 
Giles  Nanfan,  of  Birch  (now  Birts)  Morton,  co.  Worcester;  and  Jane,  married  to  Roger 
Minors,  of  Treago,  in  the  county  of  Hereford. 

This  Thomas  was  the  father  of  Sir  Robert. 

The  following  circumstance  gave  occasion  to  Sir  Robert  being  bom  at  Wigmore  Castle: 
"  Thomas  Harley,  when  married,  resided  with  his  father  at  Brampton  Bryan,  who, 
being  a  zealous  Romanist,  prevailed  with  his  son  to  attend  a  secret  mass  in  the  castle,  of 
which  his  good  wife  having  intimation,  came  to  the  chapel  door  and  a^k't  to  have  her 
husband  away,  with  threats,  if  it  were  denyed,  to  acquaint  Queen  Elizabeth.  There- 
upon the  doors  were  opened  and  he  let  go  to  his  wife,  who  prevailed  upon  him  to  remove 
to  Wigmore  C.istle,  where  Robert  wa>  soon  afterwards  born." 

Sir  Robert  had  exitressed  a  wish  (1G21)  to  go  and  see  the  army  in  the  Xetlicrlands; 
which  his  father  refused  in  the  following  letter: — 
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Thos.  Habley  to  Sir  Rob.  Harley. 
"  Good  Son — As  c'cerning  letf"  to  my  dauV  of  y""  desyr  too  goe  into  y*  Lowe 
Countries  too  see  y=  noble  army  there,  iff  I  wold  grate  you  leave,  wherwith  my  dauf 
ae«ju'ted  me,  my  answer  was,  that  you  s'old  never  haue  my  o'sent,  and  if  there  were  a 
necessytye  of  goinge,  I  wold  be  y^  man.  Alsoe  I  receaved  from  my  dau'ter  vpon  Thursday 
y«  letter  tendinge  to  that  purpose,  w<^'>  I  dyd  reade  that  day,  and  the  nyght  following  did 
consider  therof,  not  too  sende  a  bare  letter,  but  my  servant  Jhon  Hopkins,  whom  1  sent 
to  M*"  Pierson  that  I  myght  acq'nte  hym  letter,  and  to  knowe  whether  he  wold  have 

any  thinge  to  you,  who  verye  frealye  offered  to  be  the  messenger  hymselfe,  v,-^  I  doe  take 
most  kindlyeatt  his  hands,  whom  I  have  instructed  to  deale  with  you  veryffreely.  Human' 
est  errare,  but  no  wysdoni  to  p'severe;  therefore,  good  sonne,  lette  me  p'vayle  soe  ffarre  w'^ 
you,  that  no  further  sppeches  maye  growe  hereof,  lest  there  thence  maye  c5  a  ryppynge 

upe  of  them  and  other  occacions,  but  rather  a  ;  wherin  I  know        Pierson,  who 

loveth  and  honoreth  you  in  his  heart,  will  advise  you.  Therefore  for  once  agayne 
intreatinge  you  will  come  to  vs  w'^  speed,  w^  w7lbe  noe  small  e'forting  to  us  all,  and 
especially  to  my  dau'ter.    The  God  blese  you.

So  in  haste  p'esenting  you  w'*'  my  newes, 
w^''  it  may  be  is  none  to  you,  I  commend  you  to  o''  good  God,  and  rest."

resolve  of  the  tittest  for  that  service,  wherin  I  desire  that  neither  faction  nor  aifection,  but 
discretion  and  true  understanding,  may  poynt  us  out  the  men.    So  in  hast," 

"  W  Ja.  Fo: 

"  S"", — I  have  newes  tliat  y^  parlament  v-ill  shortly  be  summoned,  and  I  pray  that  my  love 
may  so  fare  prevaylc  w'^'  you  to  entreate  you  to  reserve  yo'  voyces  for  electing  y^  knights 
of  this  shire  till  wee  all  meet  to  advise  of  such  as  shall  be  thought  fitest  for  that  service. 
So,  etc." 

Page  ix.  The  siippressioii  of  tl'e  sv/iylke,  (ir.  A:r. — "The  House  of  Commons  made  an 
order,  and  Sir  Robert  Harlow  had  the  execution  of  it,  to  take  away  all  scandalous  pictures, 
crosses,  and  figures  within  churches  and  without.  And  the  zealous  knight  took  dov.n  the 
cross  in  Cheapside,  Charing  Cross,  and  other  the  like  monuments  impartially.'"' — "White- 
locke,  5  July,  1611,  p.  45. 

This  is  certainly  incorrect  as  to  time,  for  in  the  Jour.  H.  Commons  we  find  (1  !March, 
1G41-2,)  it  "  0/T?o•t(^  That  the  Com«  on  Cheapside  Cross  shall  be  revived."  Again, 
"  Cheapside  Cross  and  other  crosses  were  voted  down." — "Whitelocke,  3  3Iay,  1G43. 

Evelyn  says,  2  May,  1(34:],  I  went  from  Wotton  to  London,  where  I  saw  the  furious 
and  zealous  people  demolish  that  stately  cross  in  Cheapside." 

In  the  Supplement  to  the  Gent.  ^lag.  1704,  a  plate  and  notice  is  given  of  the  demolish- 
ing of  Cheapside  Cross.  "  "2  May.  1G43,  the  crosse  in  Cheapside  was  pulled  down:  a 
troope  of  hors  and  two  companies  of  foote  wayted  to  garde,  and,  at  the  fall  of  the  top 
crosse,  dromes  beat,  tvuinpets  i)lew,  and  multitudes  of  capes  were  thrown  in  the  ayre,  and 
a  greate  shoute  of  people  with  joy.  The  2  May,  the  Almanake  sayeth,  was  the  Invention 
of  the  Crosse,  and  6  day  at  night  was  the  leaden  popes  burnt  in  the  place  where  it  stood, 
with  ringing  of  bells  and  a  great  acclamation;  and  no  hurt  done  in  all  these  actions."' 

Lilly,  in  his  Observations  on  the  Life  of  Charles  I.  (quoted  by  Percy  in  his  Reliques  of 
Ancient  Poetry,  in  illustration  of  the  ballad  '•  On  the  Downfall  of  Charing  Cross'")  says, 
"Charing  Cross,  we  know,  was  pulled  down  1617,  June,  July,  and  August.  Part  of  the 
stones  were  converted  to  pave  before  Whitehall.  I  have  seen  knifc-hafts  made  of  some 
of  the  stones,  which,  being  well  i)oli>hcil,  looked  like  marble." 

Jour.  H.  Com.  24  Ap.  1643.  "Sir  Robert  Harley,  Mr.  White,  I\Ir.  Corbett,  and 
others,  a  Committee  to  receive  information  from  time  to  time  of  any  monuments  of  super- 
stitious idolatry  in  the  abl)ey  church  of  \\'estminster,  or  tiie  windows  thereof,  or  in  any 
church  or  chapel  in  and  about  London.  And  they  have  power  to  demolish  the  same, 
where  any  such  superstitious  or  idolatrous  monuments  are  informed  to  be.

Page  xvi.  A  solemn  day  of  'prayer,  dx. — Numerous  allusions  to  fasts  occur  in  these  letters 
in  Kinber  weeks,  private  days,  &c.    Sir  Robert  keeps  a  solemn  day  of  prayer  at  Stanage 
Lodge,  also  a  day  preparatory  to  his  entering  on  his  parliamentary  duties.  The  Ember  days 
and  monthly  parliamentary  fasts,  the  last  Wednesday  in  the  month,  and  special  days,  were 
strictly  nb^icrvod  at  Brampton.  Instead  of  the  last  Wednesday  the  King,  5  Oct.  16-13,  ordered 
the  second  Friday  in  each  month,  to  be  so  observed.    The  last  Wednesday  in  December, 
1644,  falling  on  Christmas  Day,  and  doubt  having  arisen  with  the  divines  whether  that 
day  should  be  observed  as  a  fast — on  the  19th  Dec.  it  was  ordered  by  the  House  of 
Cotnnions  so  to  be  kept.    The  Royalists  made  a  clamour  against  this  as  a  great  impiety 
and  profaneness.    The  parliament — now  to  a  man  Presbyterian — taking  the  views  of  the 
Kirk,  approved  of  it.   Mr.  Edmund  Calainy,  in  his  sermon  before  the  House  of  Lords,  on 
that  day,  says,  "  This  day  is  commonly  called  Christmas  Day,  a  day  that  has  hitherto  been 
much  abused  to  superstition  and  profaneness.    It  is  not  easy  to  say  whether  the  supersti- 
tion has  been  greater  or  the  profaneness.     I  have  known  some  that  have  preferred 
Christmas  Day  before  the  Lord's  Day — some  that  would  be  sure  to  receive  the  Sacrament 
on  Christniiis  Day,  though  they  did  not  receive  it  all  the  year  after  -some  thought, 
though  they  did  not  play  at  cards  all  the  year,  yet  they  nmst  play  at  Christmas;  thereby, 
it  seems,  to  keep  in  memory  the  birth  of  Christ.    This  and  much  more  had  been  tlie 
profaneness  of  tliis  feast — and  truly  I  think  the  superstition  and  profaneness  of  the  day  is 
K)  rooted  into  it — that  there  is  no  way  to  reform  it,  but  by  dealing  with  it  as  Hezekiah  did 
with  the  Brazen  serpent.    This  year,  God,  by  His  providence,  has  buried  this  f:ost  in  a 
f(tst,  and  I  hope  it  will  never  rise  again.    You  have  sent  out,  right  honorable,  a  strict  order 
fur  keeping  this  day,  and  you  are  here  to-day  to  observe  your  own  order,  and  I  hope  you 
will  do  it  strictly.    The  necessities  of  the  times  are  great — never  more  need  of  prayer  an<l 
fasting — tlie  Lord  give  us  grace  to  be  humbled  in  this  day  of  humiliation  for  all  our  own 
and  England's  sins,  and  especially  for  the  old  superstition  and  profaneness  of  this  feast." 
— Neal's  Hist,  of  the  Puritans,  by  Toulmin,  vol.  iii.  p.  156. 

In  the  letter  from  Lord  Westmorland  to  Edward  Harlcy  in  the  Appendix,  p.  215,  there 
is,  in  a  Latin  Epigram,  an  allusion  to  this  keeping  of  Christmas  Day  as  a  fast — fixing  the 
yeixr  of  that  undated  letter  to  be  1644. 

On  th.'  monthly  fast  days,  the  business  of  the  House  of  Conmions  w.as  usually  voting 
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thanks  to  the  preachers  for  the  great  pains  taken  in  their  sermons,  requesting  the 
preachers  to  print  the  same,  and  nominating  two  other  preachers  for  the  next  fast  day. 
After  the  calling  of  the  Assembly  of  Divines,  they  were  usually,  if  not  always,  selected 
from  that  body. 

Soon  after  the  death  of  the  Iving,  the  ordinance  for  keeping  the  monthly  fast  was 
repealed  and  occasional  ones  substituted  ;  for  which  this  reason  is  assigned  :  "  That  such 
times  of  extraordinary  duties  of  worship  are  apt  to  degenerate  into  mere  formality  and 
customary  observances." 

In  the  Register  of  Brampton  Bryan  is  the  following  : — 

"  Memorandum,  That  whereas  Dame  Brilliana  Harlcy  is  lycenset  by  Thomas  Pierson, 
Rector  of  this  parish  of  Brampton  Bryan,  to  eate  flesh  on  fast  days,  in  reason  of  her  greate 
weakness,  w*^^  licence  was  made  the  first  day  of  the  month,  and  for  that  her  greate  weak- 
ness does  yet  continue,  the  continuence  of  the  seyd  licence  according  to  the 

statute  of  Elizabeth,  till  it  shall  please  God  to  render  her

A  similar  notice  occurs  in  the  Register  of  Sellack,  in  the  county  of  Hereford  :  — 
"  1632,  y^  16th  Nov.  Mem.  That  upon  the  day  and  year  above  written,  a  license  was 
granted  by  Richard  Prichard,  Vicar  of  Sellack,  unto  John  Viscount  Scudamore,  his 
Lady,  and  their  sonnc,  in  respect  of  manifest  sickness  and  inhrmityes,  to  eat  flesh  upon 
dayes  prohibited,  during  the  time  of  their  sickness  and  infirmityes  Registered  in  the 
sight  of  Walter  Holland,  one  of  the  churchwardens,  22  Nov.  1632." 

Page  xvii.  Pierson  oljeded  not  to  the  Liturgii,  hut  scrupled  the  use  of  the  svrpUce,  d'C. — 
*'Mr.  Pierson's  scruples,  expressed  in  his  own  hand,  as  follow:  — 

"  Grounds  of  Reasons  against  the  Ceremonies. 

1.  I  desire  to  see  good  warrant  for  a  proper  ministering  garment  under  the  Gospcll. 
**  2.  How  a  proper  massing  garment  can  be  decent  for  Chrisfs  members  of  the  Gospel, 
or  his  service. 

3.  Good  warrant  for  y^  use  of  significant  ceremonies  in  God's  service  such  as  ours  be. 

4.  Whether  these,  being  idolatries  in  Rome,  should  not  be  rejected  as  idolathutcs  out 
of  God's  service." — ]MS.  Acct.  of  Rectors  of  Brampton  Bryan  in  Harl.  MSS.  Brit.  Mus. 

Page  xviii.  Stanley/  G'ower. — Jour.  H.  C.  (1  Nov,  1643)  directs  that  Stanley  Gower 
do  preach  on  the  next  Lord's  Day  at  St.  Margaret's,  Westminster — being  Gunpowder 
Treason -day. 

Page  xix.  Plunder  and  vdlmioiis  iisafje  then  the  practice  of  the  Cavaliers,  dr. — 
"  Divers  of  \\''orcestershire,  under  Mr.  Dingley,  declared  for  the  Parliament,  and  com- 
plained of  the  insolencies  and  injuries  by  the  garrison  of  Worcester."  Whitelocke  gives 
a  specimen  of  this,  but  of  a  later  date,  25  Nov.  1645  :  A  co[)y  of  a  warrant  from  Col. 
Bard,  the  Governor  of  Worcester,  to  the  constables  for  contributions  was  sent  up,  wherein 
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were  these  expressions:  "  Know  that  unless  you  bring  unto  me,  at  a  day  and  houre,  in 
Worcester,  the  monthly  contribution  for  six  months,  you  are  to  expect  an  unsanctifyed 
troop  of  horse  among  you,  from  whence  if  you  hide  yourselves  they  shall  fire  your  houses 
without  mercy,  hang  up  your  bodies  wherever  they  find  them,  and  scare  your  ghosts,'" 
cScc— P.  18S. 

Dr.  Nothaniel  Wrigld. — Nathaniel  Wright,  M.A.  of  Cambridge,  took  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Physic  at  Bourges,  in  France,  and  was  incorporated  at  Oxford,  30  May,  1638. 
^\'ood  says  he  was  afterwards  "  Physician  to  O.  Cromwell,  when  he  was  sick  in  Scot- 
land."—  Wood's  Fasti,  vol.  i.  p.  503. 

The  slerje  commenced  on  the  25  Sept.  16i3. — This  happening  on  a  Tuesday,  the  day 
before  the  monthly  fast,  was  kept  as  a  special  day  of  prayer  and  supplication  at 
Brampton. 

Page  XX.  Lcuhj  BriUiana's  children. — The  issue  of  Sir  Robert  and  Lady  Brilliana 
Ilarley : —

2.  Robert,  knighted,  married  8  Feb.  1670,  Edith,  daughter  of    Pembrugge,

3.  Thomas,  of  Kinsham  Court,  by  Abigail,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Saltinstall,  knight, 
had  four  sons,  who  died  issueless. 

4.  Brilliana,  wife  of  James  Stanley,  second  son  of  Sir  Robert  Stanley,  knight,  who  was 
second  son  of  the  Earl  of  Derby. 

5.  Dorothy,  wife  of  William  Mitchell,  of  co.  Norfolk. 

6.  and  7.  Margaret  and  Elizabeth,  -v\ho  died  unmarried. — Collins,  vol.  iv.  252. 

Dr.  Wilkinson. — John  Wilkinson  was  Principal  of  Magdalene  Hall  from  1605  to  1644, 
when  he  fled  from  Oxford — to  which  he  was  restored  1646  — and  became  President  of 
Magdalene  College  in  1648;  he  took  his  D.D.  in  1613.  The  Hall  flourished  under  his 
government,  and  that  of  his  nephew  Henry  Wilkinson,  to  the  Restoration;  and  was  the 
chief  school  of  Puritanism  in  Oxford.  "N'S'ood  speaks  disparagingly  of  him,  and  says,  "  ho 
published  nothing." — Fasti,  vol.  i.  p.  354;  and  again  "contrasts  the  liberal  conduct  of 
John  Oliver,  President  of  Magdalene  College,  who  had  been  displaced  1648,  but  rcstoretl 
1660,  with  that  of  Drs.  Wilkinson  and  Goodwyn,  who  had  been  thrust  into  his  office  by 
the  Parliament  and  Oliver,  for  their  saintship,  and  zeal  to  the  blessed  cause,  and  gave  not 
a  farthing,  but  raked  and  scraped  up  all  that  they  could  get  thence,  as  the  rest  of  the 
saints  did  in  the  university." — Wood's  AthenaD,  vol.  iv.  p.  300. 

"  Sir  Robert  Harley  to  Ed.  H. 

"  Ned  Harley, — I  thank  you  for  y''  letters,  and  desier  so  to  carry  y*  buisiness  with  you 
y'  you  may  alwaies  thanke  mee  for  mine,  and  now  y'  y«  Lord  hath  in  His  good  providence 
di>posed  you  in  y^  university,  and  with  so  worthy  a  tutor  as  is  3P  Perkins,  and  under  y*-' 
vigilout  government  of  y*  Principall  Do""  Wilkinson,  whose  holy  example  lett  every-  day 
make  impression  in  you  of  y^  good  in  w'^'i  he  moves.  You  must  consider  y'  y^  end  is  to  gett 
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inlargement  of  knowledg  in  y«  understanJinge  chiefly  of  God  in  Christ,  w'^''  is  life 
eternal!,  then  of  morrall  science,  w*^^  w  ill  not  only  enriche  y"^  mind  but  sett  of  yo''  conversa- 
tion amongst  men,  as  shaddows  do  some  pictures,  to  y=  workeman's  greater  commendation.

Page  xxi.  Edicard  llarhy,  Capain  of  a  troop  of  horse,  ctr. — Jour.  H.  Com.  13  Nov. 
164.3.  Ordered,  That  the  men  raised  under  the  command  of  Col.  Harley  shall  be  forth- 
with sent  to  Plymouth  by  sea,  part  raised  by  imprest.  The  Committee  of  the  West  to  take 
care  for  the  raising  of  these  men.'" 

21  Aug.  1648.  '*  Letter  from  Salop,  that  Sir  Henry  Lyngen,  with  a  party  of  horse, 
took  60  of  Col,  Harley's  men;  and,  about  two  days  after,  a  party  of  Col.  Harley  and  Cul. 
Horton's  men  met  with  Sir  Hen.  Lyngen's  men  about  Radnor,  regained  all  the  men, 
horse,  and  prisoners,  took  Sir  Hen.  Lyngen  and  Col.  Croft  and  many  others  of  the  King's 
commanders  prisoners,  slew  divers  of  the  party,  and  routed  the  rest." — Whitelocke,  p.  32.5. 

In  the  Auditor's  notes  there  is  an  allusion  to  the  barbarous  treatment  Colonel  Edward 
Harley  received  from  Sir  Herbert  Croft  and  other  deputy  lieutenants,  in  sending  part  of 
a  troop  of  horse  to  seize  a  pair  of  pistols  given  him  by  Lord  Yere  as  a  memorial,  these 
being  the  pistols  with  wliic-h  he  charged  at  the  battle  of  Newport. 

Page  xxii.  Mr.  Clogie. — Alexander  Clogie  was  buried  in  the  chancel  of  ^N'iguiore 
church,  where  there  is  a  slab  in  the  floor  under  the  communion  table  with  this  inscrip- 
tion :— 

Here  lyeth,  in  hope  of  a  glorious  resurrection  unto  life  eternall,  the  body  of  that  holy, 
reverend,  and  learned  divine,  Mr.  Alexander  Clogie,  who  departed  this  life  24  Oct.  169S, 
aged  84.    Minister  of  Wiguiore  51  years." 

He  was  the  author  of  a  Sermon,  "  Vox  Corvi;  or,  The  Voice  of  a  Raven  that  thrice 
spoke  these  Words  distinctly:  'Look  into  Colossiana  the  3rd,  loth.'  The  Text  itself 
looked  into  and  opened  in  a  Sermon  preached  at  Wigmore,  in  the  County  of  Hereford ; 
to  which  is  added,  'Serious  Addresses  to  the  People  of  this  Kingdom,'  shewing  tbe  use 
we  ought  to  make  of  this  Voice  from  Heaven.    Lend.  1694." 


NOTES  TO  INTRODUCTION.

There  is  a  MS.  Life  of  Bishop  Bedell  in  the  Harl,  ]MSS.  in  the  Brit.  Mus.  supposed  by 
Archdeacon  Ilone  to  be  the  MS.  which  Bishop  Burnet  made  use  of  in  the  compilation  of 
hLs  Life  of  Bedell,  which  was  published  in  1685;  for  this  reason,  the  writer  appears  to 
identify  himself  with  A.C.  minister  of  Cavan,  and  Burnet's  authority  (see  Preface,  page  b) 
was  Mr.  Clogy,  minister  of  Cavan,  "  a  worthy  and  learned  divine,"  and  as  having  lived  in 
the  bishop's  house,  and  shared  his  troubles  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  16i2.  In  a  letter 
of  the  Bishop  of  Meath,  dated  Dec.  14,  ItJSo,  found  amongst  3Ir.  Boyle's  Correspondence, 
'*  a  Life  of  Bedell  is  mentioned  lately  published  by  one  Clogy,  who  is  somewhere  beneficed 
in  England,  if  he  be  alive,  and  as  having  married  the  bishop's  daughter."  May  not  this 
Mr.  Clogy, — A.  C.  (Minister  of  Cavan)  be  Alexander  Clogie,  Minister  of  AVigmore 
from  1G47  to  1698  ?  Stanley  Gower,  the  Rector  of  Brampton  Bryan,  had  been  chaplain 
to  Archbishop  Usher,  and  to  him  Mr.  Clogy  or  his  family  might  have  been  knowp; 
and  it  is  not  at  all  improbable  that,  seeking  an  asylum  in  England,  as  he  did,  he 
might  have  found  a  friend  in  Mr.  Gower,  which  may  have  led  to  his  being  fixed  at  ^V^ig- 
more.  Tiiere  appears  to  be  an  inaccuracy  in  the  Bishop  of  Meath 's  letter  not  noticed  by 
Archdeacon  Hone,  for  it  is  there  said  that  Clogy  had  married  the  bishop's  daughter;  but 
in  the  Life  of  the  Bishop  it  is  said,  "  of  his  four  children,  two  died  in  infancy,  the  other 
two,  being  sons,  grew  up  to  man's  estate,  and  survived  their  parents." — Archdeacon  Hone's 
Lives— Bishop  Bedell,  vol.  ii.  pp.  211,  248—257. 

Mr.  Clogie's  marriage  with  Susannah  Nelnies  at  Ludlow,  11  Dec.  1665,  is  noted  in 
the  Register  of  Wigmore.  Among  his  children  was  a  daughter  named  Brilliana,  after  the 
I^ady  Brilliana  Harley. 

Page  xxiv.  Dr.  Herhert  Croft,  Bishop  of  Hereford. — See  an  interesting  account  of  him 
in  Wood's  Athonte,  vol.  iv.  p.  309 — 318.  In  1688,  he  published  a  short  discourse  con- 
cerning the  reading  his  Majesty's  late  Declaration  in  churches.  This  pamphlet  coming 
into  the  hands  of  a  certain  courtier,  he  communicated  it  to  the  King,  who,  upon  perusal, 
commanded  so  much  as  concerned  the  reading  of  the  Declaration  (which  was  for  the 
indulging  of  consciences,)  to  be  printed,  but  suppressed  all  that  he  said  against  taking  otf 
the  Test  and  penal  law. 

Page  xxvi.  Sir  Echrard  Harleii,  Governor  of  Worcester. — When  Governor  of  Worcester, 
*'  A  party  ha\ing  brought  into  the  city  the  plunder  of  horses  and  other  things.  Sir  Edward 
ordered  all  that  could  be  seized  to  be  restored,  except  a  blasphemous  image  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  which  (having  been  first  shewn  to  the  Bishop,)  he  ordered  to  be  broken  in  pieces 
in  the  open  street," — Auditor's  Notes. 

Pago  xxvii.  John  Lord.  Vucount  Scudamore. — See  a  view  of  the  ancient  and  present 
state  of  the  churches  of  Dore,  Home-Lacy,  and  Hcmpsted,  endowed  by  him;  with  remains 
of  that  ancient  family,  by  Matth.  Gibson,  M.A.  Rector  of  Dore. — Lond.  1727. 

Page  xxviii.  Dr.  Tuckney. — Anthony  Tuckney  was  originally  of  Emmanuel  College,  of 
which  he  became  a  fellow,  and  thence  removed  to  the  vicarage  of  Boston,  from  which  place 
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he  was  selected  as  one  of  the  Assembly  of  Divines  :  he  is  said  to  have  assisted  in  com- 
posing the  Westminster  Confession  and  Catechism,  and,  in  particular,  to  have  drawn  up 
the  exposition  of  the  Commandments  in  the  larger  catechism,  but  to  have  voted  against 
subscribing  to  swearing  to  the  confession,  &c.  set  out  by  authority — a  conduct  the  more 
deserving  of  notice  and  commendation  as  the  instances  of  a  consistent  adherence  to  the 
principles  of  religious  liberty  were  so  few  and  rare  in  that  age.  In  16-15  he  became 
Master  of  his  College;  and  in  1653  Master  of  St.  John's,  Cambridge,  in  which  year  he 
was  named  one  of  "  the  Tryers; and  on  the  death  of  Dr.  Arrowsmith  became  Regius 
Professor  of  Divinity.  He  was  one  of  the  Presbyterian  Divines  in  attendance  at  the 
Savoy  conference,  where  he  received  a  Royal  letter  from  Secretary  Nicholas,  giving  him  a 
supersedeas  from  his  public  employments,  with  the  promise  of  100^.  a-year  for  life  out  of 
his  successor's  income,  which  was  punctually  paid.  Calamy  says,  "  he  left  behind  him 
the  character  of  an  eminently  pious  and  learned  man,  a  true  friend,  an  indefatigable 
student,  a  candid  disputant,  and  an  earnest  promoter  of  truth  and  godliness."  His 
modesty  was  as  distinguished  as  his  learning,  and  he  is  said  to  have  shewn  more  courage 
in  maintaining  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  university  in  those  lawless  times  than  any 
of  the  beads  at  Cambridge.  He- presided  over  St.  John's  with  great  prudence  and  ability, 
and  that  college  had  never  flourished  more  than  under  his  rule.  In  the  elections,  when 
the  president,  according  to  the  language  and  spirit  of  the  times,  would  call  upon  him  to 
have  regard  to  the  godly,  his  answer  was,  "  no  one  should  have  a  greater  regard  to  the 
truly  godly  than  himself,  but  he  was  determined  to  choose  none  but  scholars;  adding, 
very  truly,  "  they  may  deceive  me  in  their  godliness,  but  they  cannot  in  their  scholarship."' 
He  published  in  his  lifetime  some  small  pieces,  as  "Death  disarmed,  or  the  Grave 
swallowed  up  in  Victory,  1651;"  "Balm  of  Gilead  for  the  Wounds  of  England,  applyed 
in  a  Sermon,  1654 ;  "  "A  good  day  well  improv(Hl,  in  5  Sermons,  1656."  After  his 
death,  were  published  Forty  Sermons  of  his,  preached  on  several  occasions;  also  his 
"  Prsilectiones  Theological"'  containing  all  his  theological  lectures  and  exercises  while  he 
continued  in  his  public  employments  in  the  university,  and  in  1753,  Dr.  Samuel 
Salter,  Prebendary  of  Norwich,  published  a  correspondence  between  Dr.  Tuckney  and 
Dr.  Benjamin  Whichcote,  on  moral  and  interesting  subjects. — Neal's  Hist,  of  the  Puri- 
tans, vol.  iii.  p.  115,  vol.  iv.  p.  556;  Dyer's  Hist,  of  Cambridge;  and  Baxter's  Life,  by 
Calamy.

My  good  Ned — I  thiiike  it  longe  sence  I  hard  from  you,  but  my 
hope  is  that  you  are  well.  My  thoughtes  are  as  much  vpori  you 
now,  as  when  yon  weare  with  me,  and  thearfore  I  must  conclude, 
that  absence  abates  no  loue,  but  that  wliich  is  but  a  shawdow  of 
loue.  I  send  this  mesenger  (whoo  makes  me  beleeuc  he  goos  with  a 
good  will)  purposly  to  see  you,  and  I  hope,  he  will  bringe  me  the 
ashurance  of  your  being  well  returned  to  Oxford.

Now,  my  deare  Xed,  liowe  much  doo  I  longe  to  see  i^ou,  and  the 
Lord  in  mercy  still  giue  me  that  comfort,  that  I  may  acounte  you 
my  beloucd  child,  and  the  Lord  in  mercy  fille  you  with  his  gras, 
that  so  you  may  be  lonely  in  His  sight ;  and  if  you  are  beloucd  by  the 
Lord,  it  is  happines  enoufgh.

And  this  loue  of  the  Lord  is 
not  commen  to  all.    Others  may  partake  of  his  mei'cy,  as  Ahab, 
who  the  Lord  spared  vpon  his  humeliation  ;  and  thevmay  partake  of 
his  power,  as  the  Kinge  in  Samaria  did,  when  the  Lord  made  plenty 
to  Howe  in  the  citty,  aftter  so  greate  a  famine.    And  all  his  creaturs 
partake  of  his  liberallit\'  in  feeding  them,  and  his  most  wise  gouern- 
ino-  uf  the  thino-s  heare  belowe ;  but  none  tastes  of  his  loue  but  his 
chosen  ones ;  and  if  we  be  loued  of  the  Lord,  what  need  we  care 
what  the  men  of  the  world  thinke  of  vs  ?   We  in  that  respect,  should 
be  like  a  good  wife,  whoo  cares  not,  ho  we  ill  fauored  all  men  ells 
thinke  her,  if  her  husband  loue  her.    And,  my  deare  Xed,  as  this 
loue  of  the  Lord  is  his  peculier  gifte,  only  to  his  deare  onse,  let  it  be 
yoiu*  cheefe  care  to  geet  ashurance  of  that  loue  of  God  in  Christ ;

Deare  Ned — This  mornig,  with  no  smale  contentment,  I  reseued 
your  letter  by  the  carrier  ;  it  is  my  joy  that  you  are  well,  and  I 
beceach  the  Lord  to  continue  your  liealth  to  you;  and,  my  deare 
Ned,  be  carefull  to  doo  exersis.  I  did  beleue  that  you  did  forget  to 
send  the  letter  which  you  rwite  me  word  of,  but  now  I  haue  re- 
seued it,  and  thanke  you  for  it.  It  is  Strang  to  me  how  fasting  and 
])rayer  can  agree  with  treacherous  weapons,  as  kinifes  and  such  like: 
thearefore,  for  mv  part,  I  will  Mibeleeue  the  one  of  them,  eather  that 
they  doo  not  fast  and  pray,  or  tliat  they  doo  not  make  prouition  of 
such  wepons.  Theare  was  a  report  that  the  kinge  was  goone  to 
Loundoun,  wlii(di  came  to  his  eare,  at  which  he  vras  nuich  dis- 
pleased. I  hard  that  marquise  llamlenton  was  gone  with  TOOO 
men  to  land  them  in  Scotland.

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of  Barek.  IVfy  deare  Ned,  theas  things  arc  of  the  Lord,  and  as  none 
thouirht  of  such  a  Liiisnes  as  this  is,  so  we  are  as  io-norant  whate  the 
issue  will  be :  the  Lord  giue  vs  harts  of  depcntances  vpon  him. 

Haueino;  bine  ofl'tin  not  w^ell,  and  confined  to  so  sohatary  a  }>hice 
as  my  beed,  I  made  choys  of  an  entertainement  for  meself,  wliich 
might  be  eassy  and  of  some  benifit  to  meself;  in  which  I  made  choys 
to  reade  the  life  of  Luther,^  rwite  by  Mr.  Calluen.  I  did  the  more 
willingly  reade  it,  becaus  he  is  generally  branded  with  ambi^tion, 
which  caused  him  to  doo  what  he  did,  and  that  the  papis  doo  so 
generally  obrade  us  that  we  cannot  tell  wheare  our  religion  was 
before  Luther ;  and  sonie  haue  taxt  him  (/  an  imteperat  life.  Theas 
resons  made  me  desire  to  reade  his  life,  to  see  vpoii  what  growned 
theas  opmions  weare  biult;  and  finding  such  satisfiiction  to  meself, 
how  fallsly  theas  weare  raised,  I  put  it  into  Ingiisch,  and  heare  in 
closed  haue  sent  it  you ;  it  is  not  all  his  life,  for  I  put  no  more  into 
Ingiisch  then  was  not  in  the  booke  of  ^larters. 

Theas  things  ,of  note  I  finde  in  it,  firstly,  what  Lutlier  ackn.ow- 
ledgs,  he  w^as  instructed  in  the  truth  by  an  old  man,  whoo  led  him 
to  the  doctrine  of  justification  by  faith  in  Christ:  nnd  Lrasmas, 
when  his  opinion  was  asked  of  Luther,  said  he  was  in  the  riglit.  It 
is  true  the  truth  was  much  obscured  with  error:  and  then  it  pleased 
the  Lord  to  rais  up  Luther  as  a  trumpet  to  proclame  His  truth,  and 
as  a  standered  barare  to  hoold  out  the  ensinge  of  His  truth:  ^v]li('h  did 
but  make  tlios  to  apeare  of  the  Lords  side,  wlioo  weare  so  before. 
And  it  is  aparent  to  me,  that  no  ambistious  ends  moued  ]>uthcr  :  tor 
in  all  the  coiu-s  of  his  lite  he  neuer  sheawed  ambistion  :  tho  he  loued 
lerneing,  yet,  as  fare  as  I  can  obsarne,  he  neuer  atiected  to  be 
estemed  more  lerned  tlian  he  was.  So  that  in  Lutlier  we  sec  our 
owne  fasess;  tliey  that  stand  for  the  okl  truee  Avay  they  bring  \  p 
nwe  doctriner,  aiid  it  is  ambistion,  vnder  the  vaile  of  religion. 
Another  obseruation  I  finde  in  Lutlier,  that  all  his  fasting  and 
striknes,  in  the  Avay  of  l*o[)ery,  neuer  gaue  him  peace  of  concience ; 
for  he  had  greate  feares  tell  lie  had  throughly  learned  the  d(H:trine 
of  justification  by  C'hi'ist  alone  :  and  .no  it  will  be  with  vs  a!f:  no 
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peace  shall  we  haue  in  our  owiie  riglitcousness.  And  one  tliinge 
more  I  must  tell  you,  that  I  am  not  of  theaire  minde  whoo  tliinke, 
it"  he  had  bme  of  a  milder  temper  it  had  Line  better :  and  so  Eras- 
mas  says  ;  but  I  tliinke  no  other  spirit  could  haue  saraed  his  turne. 
He  was  to  cry  aloude,  like  a  trumpet ;  he  was  to  haue  a  Jonas  spirit. 
Thus,  my  deare  Ned,  you  may  see  how  willingly  I  impart  any 
thinge  to  you,  in  which  I  finde  any  good.  I  may  truely  say,  I  neuer 
inioy  any  thinge  that  is  good  but  presently  my  thoughts  reflect  vpon 
you;  but  if  any  thinge  that  is  euill  befall  me,  I  would  willing  beare 
it  all  me  self,  and  so  v/illingiy  would  I  beare  the  ill  you  should  haue, 
and  reioyce  that  you  should  inioy  what  is  good.

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The  Protestation  alluded  to  in  Letter  c  vi.  was  no  doubt  that  taken  by 
the  House  of  Commons  3rd  May,  1G41,  to  which  is  prefixed,  in  the 
Journals  of  that  House,  the  following  : — 

"  A  Preamble,  with  the  Protestation,  made  by  the  whole  House  of  Com- 
mons, the  3  of  May  1641,  and  assented  unto,  by  the  Lords  of  the 
Upper  H^ouse,  4th  of  May. 
"We,  the  Knights,  Citizens,  and  Burgesses  of  the  Commons  House  in  Par- 
liament, finding,  to  the  Grief  of  our  Hearts,  that  the  designs  of  the  priests 
and  Jesuits,  and  other  Adherents  to  the  See  of  Rome,  have  of  late  more 
boldly  and  frequently  put  in  Practice  then  formerly,  to  the  Undermining  and 
Danger  of  the  Ruin  of  the  true  reformed  Religion  in  his  Majesty's  Dominions 
established :  and  finding  also,  that  there  hath  been,  and  having  Cause  to 
suspect  there  still  are,  even  during  the  Sitting  of  Parliament,  Endeavours  to 
subvert  the  fundamental  Laws  of  England  VinA.  Ireland,  and  to  introduce  the 
Exercise  of  an  arbitrary  and  tyrannical  Government,  by  most  pernicious  and 
wicked  Counsels,  Plots,  and  Conspiracies :  and  that  the  long  Intermission  and 
unhappier  Breach  of  Parliaments  hath  occasioned  many  illegal  Taxations, 
whereupon  the  Subjects  have  been  prosecuted  and  grieved :  and  that  divers 
Innovations  and  Superstitions  have  been  brought  into  the  Church  ;  Multi- 
tudes driven  out  of  his  ^lajesty's  Dominions  ;  Jealousies  raised  and  fomented 
between  the  King  and  People  ;  a  Popish  Army  levied  in  Ireland,  and  Two 
Armies  brought  into  the  Bowels  of  this  Kingdom,  to  the  Hazard  of  his  Ma- 
jesty's Royal  Person,  the  Consumption  of  the  Revenue  of  the  Crown,  and 
the  Treasure  of  this  Realm  :  and  lastly,  finding  the  great  Causes  of  Jea- 
lousy, Endeavours  have  been  and  are  used,  to  bring  the  EngUsJi  Army 
into  Misunderstanding  of  this  Parliament,  thereby  to  incline  that  .Army  by 
Force  to  bring  to  pass  those  wicked  Counsels  ;  have  therefore  thouglit  good 
to  join  ourselves  in  a  Declaration  of  our  united  Affections  and  Resolutions ; 
and  to  make  this  ensuing  Protestation  : —

A.  B.,  do,  in  the  Presence  of  Almighty  God,  promise,  vow,  and  pro- 
test, to  maintain  and  defend,  as  far  as  lawfully  I  may,  with  my  Life,  Power, 
and  Estate,  the  true,  reformed,  Protestant  Religion,  expressed  in  the  Doctrine 
of  the  Church  of  England,  against  all  Popery  and  Popish  Innovations,  and 
according  to  the  Duty  of  my  Allegiance  to  his  Majesty's  Royal  Person, 
Honour,  and  Estate  ;  as  also  the  Power  and  Privilege  of  Parliament,  the 
lawful  Rights  and  Liberties  of  the  Subjects,  and  every  Person  that  maketh 
this  Protestation,  in  whatsoever  he  shall  do,  in  the  lawful  Pursuance  of  the 
same :  And  to  my  Power,  as  far  as  lawfully  I  may,  I  will  oppose  and  by 
good  Ways  and  Means  endeavour  to  bring  to  condign  Punishment  all  such 
as  shall,  by  Force,  Practice,  Counsel,  Plots,  Conspiracies,  or  otherwise,  do 
any  thing  to  the  contrary  in  this  present  Protestation  contained. 

"  And  further,  I  shall,  in  all  just  and  honourable  Ways,  endeavour  to  pre- 
serve the  Union  and  Peace  betwixt  the  Three  Kingdoms  of  England, 
Scotland,  and  Ireland;  and  neither  for  Hope,  Fear,  nor  other  Respect,  shall 
relinquish  this  Promise,  Vow,  and  Protestation." 

This  protestation  was  immediately  taken  by  the  majority  of  the  House 
then  assembled,  and  directions  were  sent  into  the  country  for  its  being 
taken  by  sheriffs,  magistrates,  and  others.  It  was  not  until  20th  January, 
iG41-2,  that  Mr.  Serjeant  Wilde  presented  from  his  committee  sitting  at 
Grocers'  liall,  the  copy  of  a  letter  to  be  signed  by  the  Speaker  and  sent  to 
the  several  sheriffs  of  counties  respectively,  requiring  "them  and  the  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  of  the  counties  to  meet  together  in  one  place,  as  soon  as 
possible  they  may,  and  then  to  take  the  protestation  themselves  ;  and  then, 
dispersing  themselves  into  their  several  divisions,  to  call  together  the 
minister,  the  constables,  churchwardens,  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  every 
parish,  and  tender  unto  them  the  protestation,  to  be  taken  in  their  presence, 
and  to  desire  them  speedily  to  call  together  the  inhabitants  of  their  several 
parishes,  both  householders  and  others,  being  eighteen  years  of  age  and 
upwards,  and  to  tender  unto  them  the  same  protestation,  and  to  take  the 
names  both  of  those  who  took  it  and  of  those  who  refuse,  and  to  return 
them  to  the  knights  and  burgesses,  &c." 

In  consequence  of  this  requirement,  which  was  highly  offensive  to  the 
gentry  of  Herefordshire,  a  declaration  was  got  up  and  printed  under  the 
title  of  "  The  Declaration  or  Resolution  of  the  Countv  of  Hereford:"  on 
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which  occur  the  following  notices  in  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons : —

for  Printing- :  Who  are  to  sit  To-morrow  at  Two  o'clock,  in  the  Exchequer 
Chamber. 

"  Resohedy  ^-c. — That  Hammon  the  Printer  shall  be  forth- 

with summoned  to  attend  this  House,  and  be  brought  up  in  safe  Custody. 

"  Mr,  Maddison  was  called  in,  and  did  aver  that  he,  being  at  a  Stationer's 
Shop,  and  reading  a  Pamphlet  intituled,  "  The  Declaration  or  Resolution  of 
the  County  of  Hereford,"  and  saying,  that  this  was  a  foul  Scandal  upon  the 
Parliament,  and  that  the  Author  of  it  deserved  to  be  whipt;  one  Sir  Will. 
Boteler  told  him,  that  he  deserved  to  be  whipt  for  saying  so ;  and  that  he 
would  justify  every  Word  in  it :  and  that,  by  God  he  would  slash  him  ; 
and  while  he  was  talking  with  him,  one  Mr.  Dutton,  a  Minister,  came  to 
him,  and  likewise  said,  that  he  deserved  to  be  whipt ;  and  he  asked, 
Wherefore?  And  he  rephed.  For  speaking  Nonsense,  and  for  saying  it 
was  a  Libel. 

"  Resolved., — That  Mr.  Dutton,  the  minister,  shall  be  forthwith  com- 
mitted a  Prisoner  to  the  Gatehouse,  there  to  remain  .during  the  Pleasure  of 
the  House,  for  carrying  himself  in  a  scornful  Manner  in  the  House,  and 
for  as  much  as  in  him  lay,  justifying  the  foulest  and  most  scandalous 
Pamphlet  that  ever  was  raised  or  published  against  the  Parliament. 

"  Mr.  Dutton  was  again  called  in  ;  and  Mr.  Speaker  told  him,  that,  by  his 
carriage  here  towards  the  House,  one  might  well  judge  of  his  Behaviour 
towards  the  Parliament  out  of  the  Plouse  :  and  that,  as  much  as  in  him  lay, 
he  had  justified  one  of  the  foulest  and  most  scandalous  libels  that  ever  was 
raised  or  published  against  the  Parliament :  and  then  the  Speaker  pro- 
nounced the  sentence  against  him  aforesaid. 

"  Ordered, — That  Sir  William  Boteler's  bail  shall  be  required  to  bring 
him  in  to-morrow  morning. 
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*'  Same  day. — Message  from  the  Lords,  by  Judge  Foster  and  Judge 
Mallet :— - 

"  That  the  Lords  do  desire  a  present  Conference  by  Committee  of  both 
Houses,  concerning  a  Printed  Paper  intituled,  '  A  Declaration  or  Resohi- 
tion  of  the  Comity  of  Hereford.' 

"  Answer  returned  by  the  same  messengers  : — 

"  That  this  House  will  give  a  present  meeting,  as  is  desired. 

"  Sir  William  Lewis,  Sir  Rob.  Harley,  Sir  John  Evelyn  are  appointed 
managers  of  this  conference. 

*'Two  constables  were  called  in,  Who  informed  the  House,  that  they  were 
sent  by  the  Justices  of  the  Sessions  at  Newgate  wdth  Two  Persons  that  were 
taken  divulging  the  Printed  Resolution  of  the  County  of  Hereforde. 

"  The  Men  were  called  in,  and  confessed  the  same  ;  and  that  they  bought 
them  of  one  Hamond. 

"  Sir  Rob.  Harley  reports,  from  the  Conference  had  with  the  Lords, 
That  the  Lords  had  brought  unto  them  a  printed  Paper,  which  is  a  scan- 
dalous and  infamous  Libel  in  the  name  of  the  county  of  Hereforde,  and  do 
desire  that  this  House  will  join  with  their  Lordships  in  desiring  the  Knights 
that  serve  for  that  County  to  send  down  to  know  who  in  that  County  will 
avow  the  same  :  And,  if  any  do,  that  they  shall  bo  prosecuted  to  the  utmost, 
for  setting  forth  such  an  infamous  Libel. 

"  Resolved, — That  this  is  a  most  scandalous  and  infamous  Paper. 
Hesolved, — That  Jo.  Hubbard  and  Evan  Lewis  shall  be  sent  back  to 
the  Justices  of  Peace  at  the  Sessions  at  Newgate,  to  be  there  proceeded 
against  according  to  Law,  for  publishing  an  infamous  and  scandalous  Libel. 

"  Ordered, — That  Sir  Rob.  Harley  do  bring  into  the  House  To-lNIorrow 
Morning  Two  Letters  he  received  from  some  of  the  Gentry  of  the  County 
of  Hereforde. 

"  Hesolved,— Thsit  Hamon  the  printer  shall  be  sent  for  as  a  Delinquent. 
1 1  July.  Ordered, — That  Mr.  Venables  be  sent  for  forthwith  to  attcMid 
the  House,  and  that  he  be  examined  at  the  Committee  appointed  for  the 
Defence  of  the  Kingdom  concerning  the  printed  Paper  of  the  Resolution 
of  Hereford  ;  and  that  Sir  Rob.  Harley  do  attend  that  Com.mittee  witli 
those  letters  he  hath  received  from  seme  Gentlemen  of  the  county  ot 
Hereforde. 
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"  20  July.  Resolved^ — That  upon  the  humble  petition  of  Evan  Lewis  and 
Rich.  Hubbard,  Prisoners  in  Newgate,  by  Order  of  this  House,  for  selling- 
about  the  Streets,  a  printed  Paper,  called  '  the  Resolution  of  the  County  of 
Hereford^'  they  be  forthwith  released  from  any  further  Restraint." 

The  editor  has  been  unable  to  find  any  copy  of  this  declaration  ;  but 
among  Lady  Frances  Vernon  Plarcoui  t's  collection,  is  the  following  paper, 
which  embodies  the  views  of  Sir  Wilm,  Croft  and  others,  who  now  more 
openly  joined  the  King,  and  were  shortly  in  arms  against  the  Parliament.

2.  That  the  two  Howses  of  Parliament  without  the  King's  consent  bath 
noe  authority  to  make  lawes,  or  to  bind  and  oblige  tlw?  subject  by  their 
ordinances. 

3.  Wherefore  I  beleeve  that  the  Earls  of  Essex  and  Manchester,  Sir 
Tho.  Fairfax,  Sir  Will.  Waller,  Coll.  Massie,  together  with  all  such  as 
already  have  or  hereafter  shall  take  vp  armes  by  authority  and  commission 
of  the  members  of  parliament  of  Westminster,  pretendinge  to  fight  for 
Kinge  and  parliament,  doe  thereby  become  actuall  rebells,  and  all  such 
ought  with  their  adherents  and  partakers  to  be  prosecuted  and  brought  to 
condigne  punishment.

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o.  That  I  will  not  discover  the  secrefts  of  his  Majestyes  armyes  to  thr 
rebcUs,  nor  hold  any  coires-pondence  or  intelligence  with  them.  And 
designes  of  theirs  against  our  soveraigncs  armyes,  or  for  surprizeinge  or 
deliveringe  vppe  the  cittyes  of  Worcester  or  Hereford,  or  of  any  other  hi.-> 
Majestyes  forts.  I  shall  truly  discover  to  whom  it  shall  concerne,  so  unm 
as  ever  it  comes  unto  my  knowledge. 

6.  That  his  Majesties  takeinge  up  of  armes  for  the  causes  by  himsclfc 
so  oft  declared  in  print  is  just  and  necessary. 

7.  That  I  will  endeavour  all  I  may  to  hinder  all  popular  tumults,  rise- 
ings,  randevous,  meetings,  confederancies,  and  associations  of  the  peo'j)l(', 
townes,  hundreds,  and  countyes  which  are  not  warranted  to  assemble  by  his 
Majesties  express  commission,  or  by  powder  derived  from  him  or  by  vertuf 
of  his  comissions,  and  in  the  sense  he  meanes  it. 

8.  I  detest  from  my  heart  that  seditious  and  trayterous  late  invented 
nationall  covenant,  and  I  promise  never  to  take  it. 

All  these  particular  articles  I  vow  and  promise  sincerely  to  observe 
without  equivocation  or  mentall  reservation. 
So  helpe  me  God. 

I  doe  strictly  enjoyne,  without  exception,  all  commanders  and  sonldyers, 
gentry,  cittizens,  ffree-holders  and  others  within  the  county  and  cittye  of 
Herefford  to  take  this  protestation,  which  is  to  be  tendered  vnto  them  by 
the  High  SherifFe  and  Comissioners  of  the  county,  assisted  with  such  a 
divine  as  they  shall  make  choice  of  to  that  purpose  ;  and  that  a  scedule  of 
their  narae^  who  shall  refuse  to  take  the  same  is  to  be  delivered  vnto  Sir 
William  Bellendene,  Comissary-Generall.

The  which  being  done,  they  were  again  called  in;  and  Mr.  Speaker,  by

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the  Command  of  the  House,  told  them,  that  this  House  finds  their  Petition 
full  of  great  Expressions  of  Duty  to  his  Majesty,  and  of  Love  and  Respects 
to  this  House  and  the  Commonwealth,  (for  which '  they  give  you  Thanks,) 
and  full  of  great  Concernment  to  the  Commonwealth  ;  which  they  command 
me  to  tell  you,  they  will  take  into  serious  Consideration,  so  soon  as  may 
stand  with    *    *  * 

The  petition  was  as  follows,  here  printed  from  a  printed  paper,  endorsed 
in  Sir  Robert  Harley's  handwriting 

"  flEREFORDSHIRE  PETITION,  1642." 

"  To  the  honorable,  the  Knights,  Cittizens,  and  Bvrgesses  of  the  Com- 
mons Hovse  assembled  in  Parliament. 

"  The  humble  Petition  of  the  High  Shcriffe  and  divers  of  the  Gentrey, 
Ministers,  Freeholders,  and  Inhabitants  of  the  county  of  Hereford. 

"  3Iosf  humhJr/  sheweth, 
"  That  with  all  thankfulnesse  we  acknowledge  those  many  and  great 
Blessings  we  have  already  received  through  God'.-  mercy,  the  favour  of  our 
Gratious  Soveraigne,  the  Wisdome,  Councell,  Sollicitation,  and  unwearied 
Paines  and  Patience  of  this  Honorable  Assembly,  for  the  preservation  of  the 
Priviledges  of  Parliament,  and  liberties  of  the  Subject,  the  removing  of 
many  of  these  Obstructions  which  hiudrcd  your  good  endevours ;  your 
zealous  furthering  of  bleeding  Ireland^s  Reliefe,  earnest  desire  of  disarm- 
ing Papists,  and  securing  of  their  persons  ;  your  prudent  care  in  disposing 
the  3Iilitia,  JVavie,  and  places  of  Importance  of  tiiis  Kingdome  to  such  per- 
sons of  Trust  as  may  (by  God's  blessing)  give  assurance  of  safetie  to  the 
King's  Royall  person,  and  good  subjects  of  all  his  Majesties  Dominions  : 
your  Pious  Care  to  settle  a  Government  in  the  Church  according  to  the 
Word  of  God,  your  godly  desires  to  prevent  the  Prophaning  of  the  Lord's 
day  ;  To  take  away  pluralities  and  IVon  Bes'dejifs,  and  your  zeale  to  provide 
Preaching  Ministerie  throughout  the  Kingdome,  whereof  this  County  stands 
in  great  neede,  it  now  abounding  with  insutficient,  Idle,  and  Scandalous 
Ministers,  whereby  the  people  generally  are  continued  in  Ignorance,  Super-

May  it  therefore  pleake  this  Honorable  House  to  continue  your  Pru- 
dence and  Pious  intentions  and  indeavours  in  all  the  Premisses  not  yet t 
Accomplished,  to  hasten  the  speedy  releife  of  Distressed  and  Gasping  Ire- 
land, To  remove  evill  Coiincellors,  To  take  away  the  Votes  of  Pojtish 
Lordsy  Speedily  to  disarme  the  Papists,  To  settle  a  Godly  and  Learned 
Ministery,  and  to  restraine  the  excessive  Importation  of  Spanish  IVooll.

Sir — After  giving  you  thanks  for  your  civility,  I  must  take  liberty  some- 
thing to  wonder,  that  the  commissioners  for  the  militia  should  in  such 
manner  summon  m.yself  and  brother,  who  are  members  of  Parliament,  who 
have  from  the  beginning  of  the  late  unhappy  troubles  constantly  and 
faithfully  served  the  Parliament,  and  I  am  sure  cannot  be  justly  taxed  with 
the  least  disaffection  to  it.  If  our  coming  into  this  country,  our  birth- 
place, and  where  God  hath  disposed  the  means  of  our  livelyhood,  be  ill 
interpreted,  it  is  without  reason ;  for,  I  assure  you,  no  design  brought  me 
hither,  but  the  dispatch  of  some  necessary  occasions,  gDucerning  my 
father's  estate,  which  being  once  dispatched,  I  shall,  God  willing,  returne 
to  London.  This  being  all  ray  business  in  these  parts,  I  hope  that  liberty 
which  is  not  denied  to  those  who  have  been  in  armes  against  the  Parlia- 
ment, shall  not  be  grudged  to  us  who  have  lost  our  blood  and  suffered  so 
much  for  the  Parliament.

Reverend  and  Worthy — The  leas  of  the  rectory  of  Folden  in  Norfolk, 
granted  by  your  society  to  iny  wifes  mother,  the  Lady  Button,  and  by  her 
death  accrevving  to  us,  wee  desire  in  Gods  fear,  so  far  as  lies  in  us,  to 
restore  that  portion  of  the  Lords  to  the  seruice  of  the  Lord.  We  would 
choos  silently  to  discharge  this  duty;  but  we  hope  God  will  inclin  the 
hearts  of  so  worthy  a  school  of  the  prophets,  both  to  place  a  godly  and 
lerned  pastor  at  Folden,  now  voyd,  and  to  perpetuat  that  mayntenance 
which  I  can  only  perform  for  a  few  years.  In  order  to  which  we  are 
willing  to  resign  our  leas  upon  these  terms, — viz.  That  you  wil  prorais

or  places  where  you  shall  understand  the  said  Major  Robert  Harlow  to  br, 
and  him  the  said  Major  Harlow  to  apprehend,  and  in  safe  custody  to  brinn; 
before  the  Councell  to  answer  such  matters  as  shall  be  objected  against  him. 
And  all  mayors,  sherifFes,  justices  of  the  peace,  constables,  and  other  officers 
are  required  to  be  aiding  and  assisting  in  the  due  execution  of  the  pro- 
raises;  and  for  so  doing  this  shal  be  your  sufficient  warrant.  Given  at 
Whitehall  this  2Sth  of  December,  1658.

Letter  from  Sir  Edward  Harley  to  the  Lord  Chancellor 
Clarendon.  12  Dec.  1665. 

May  it  please  your  Lordship — 1  humbly  address  this  to  wipe  oil 
that  breath  would  intercept  the  clearness  of  your  Lordship's  f^vor, 
wherein  (in  that  degree  became  me)  I  thought  myself  happy.  My  Lord 
Bishop  of  Hereford  since  his  return  from  Parliament  told  me  that  your 
Lordship  had  acquainted  him  you  had  received  some  late  information-^ 
concerning  me,  as  if  I  were  not  well  atTected,  neither  to  the  churcli  nor 
state,  and  that  I  countenanced  factious  persons.  Particular  instances  «)r 
proofs  of  this  general  accusation  mv  Lord  Bishop  did  not  mention  to  me, 
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and  if  such  were  given  to  your  Lordship,  I  doubt  not  most  clearly  to  dis- 
prove or  refute  them. 

I  shall  therefore  (after  most  humble  thanks  for  the  notice  your  Lordship 
hath  pleased  thus  to  give  me,  wherein  I  hope  I  mistake  not  vour  favors 
towards  me)  beg-  leave  to  rectifye  myself  before  your  Lordship. 

As  for  my  religion,  I  thank  God  I  can  truly  say  I  have  no  opinion  but 
what  is  consonant  to  the  Catholic  faith  and  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  of 
England,  but  what  I  have  learned  out  of  the  Scriptures  and  the  writings 
of  the  ancient  fathers  ;  accordingly,  through  God's  help,  I  endeavour  to 
lead  my  life,  which,  to  clear  me  from  all  suspicion  of  schism,  hath  not  only 
the  present  and  sufficient  evidences  of  a  constant  and  reverend  attendance 
upon  divine  service,  but  in  times  of  danger  had  the  testimony  of  many 
hazards,  and  cxpences  in  behalf  of  reverend  persons  of  the  church.  I  could 
say  more,  but  I  forbear,  least  I  speak  like  a  fool.  My  Lord,  I  wonder  not  that 
I^am  now  reported  to  be  a  countenancer  of  factious  persons,  for  I  well  re- 
member when  I  served  his  Majesty  in  Dunkirk,  it  was  commonly  said,  that 
the  chaplains  I  brought  into  garrison  were  factious  persons.  But  the  truth 
was,  I  discarded  the  factious,  and  introduced  learned  and  pious  persons,  who 
are  now,  one  of  them  a  prelate,  the  others,  reverend  divines  in  the  church. 
I  can  now  also  truly  averr,  that  I  have  not  countenanced  any  factious  per- 
sons, nor  have  such  persons  resorted  to  me,  nor  hath  there  been  in  my 
family  any  factious  or  unlawful  meeting. 

As  for  my  atiection  to  his  Majesty's  service,  it  is  now  twenty  years 
since,  upon  that  account  I  have  constantly  lost,  done,  and' suffered  :  and  in 
order  to  his  ^Lijesty's  happy  restoration  I  did,  without  the  vanity  of  com- 
parison, employ  all  the  poor  ability  of  my  estate  and  person.  My  Lord, 
what  I  did  then,  I  did  out  of  duty — I  had  not  any  other  design.  My  Lord 
General  knew  how  unwillingly  I  undertook  the  command  of  Dunkirk.  In 
that  employment,  I  thnnk  God,  I  served  his  Majesty  with  all  fidelity  and 
affection,  and  with  as  much  devotion  as  ever  my  life  is  always  at  his  Ma- 
jesty's service. 

In  the  beginning  of  July,  I  was  visited  extreamly  with  the  gout  in  both 
my  legs,  from  which  atHlction  I  have  not  been  wholly  free  for  ten  days 
space,  that  kept  me  from  attending  my  duty  in  Parliament.  But  in  this 
part  of  the  country,  where  1  reside,  I  can  truly  affirm  the  King's  servicej 
in  all  respects,  hath  been  diligently  and  faithfully  managed. 
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My  Lord  Bishop*  told  me  that  the  like  information  was  brought  to  your 
Lordship,  concerning  my  brother  Thomas  as  concernino:  myself.  As  fm- 
him,  though  I  bad  not  sooner  opportunity  to  signifye,  I  had  a  must  grateful 
sense  of  your  Lordship's  favor  in  making  him  a  Master  in  Chancery.  He 
doth  most  humbly  profess  the  like,  and  what  I  have  alleadged  for  myself,  1 
can  do  the  same  for  him  ;  that  both  his  religion  and  loyalty  are  most  affec- 
tionately orthodox  and  sincere.  Having  said  thus  much,  I  beseech  I  may 
add  the  tender  of  most  humble  service  to  your  Lordship  from  my  brother 
Robert,  who  still  remains  with  me  in  a  very  weak  condition.  I  hope  your 
Lordship  will  vouclisafe  credit  to  these  lines  of  truth,  in  behalf  of  a  pour 
family,  which  hath  not  deserved  ill,  I  am  confident,. of  those  who  have  mis- 
represented us.  I  heartily  forgive  all  the  injury,  except  the  necessity  of  so 
long  a  trouble  to  your  Lordship,  from,  my  Lord,

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Bishop,  to  receive  his  good  -tost'inonv  of  you,  without  the  least  doubt  of 
your  sincerity  either  to  church  or  state,  which  in  truth  I  never  had,  since  I 
was  acquainted  \\Tth  you,  and  upon  my  conscience  the  king  is  well  satisfied 
in  both.  Truely,  I  cannot  remember  that  ever  any  body  spoke  to  me  to  the 
disadvantage  of  your  brother  Thomas,  and  therefore  I  must  confess  to  you, 
I  was  in  some  amazement  when  I  read  your  letter.  You  will  give  better 
reason  to  be  ill  thought  of,  than  you  have  yet  done,  if  you  are  much  troubled 
with  the  licence  men  take  of  talking,  of  whom  they  please,  and  what  they 
please.

Sir  EDWARD  HARLEY'S  Answer,  dated  19  March,  j^^,  wrote  in 
my  aunt  Harley's  hand. 

I  shall  be  very  glad  to  see  the  memoirs  you  mention  ;  but,  as  concerning 
your  friend,  once  at  Dunkirk,  the  sura  of  what  he  can  say  concerning  him- 
self is  summed  up  in  the  90th  Psalm  : — "  We  spend  our  years  like  a  tale 
that  is  told."  If  the  Lord  please  to  spare  his  poor  worm,,  an  account  shall 
be  endeavoured  for  you,  concerning  that  affair.  What  you  mention  con- 
cerning the  Earl  of  Macclesfield's  offer  of  10,000/. ;  it  is  what  many  wit- 
nesses in  several  places,  and  upon  several  occasions,  have  heard  his  Lordship 
fully  express,  with  undeserved  regard  and  kindness,  to  the  then  governor  of' 
Dunkirk.  What  is  said  to  be  spoke  by  the  Lord  General  iNIonk  in  rela- 
tion to  Colonel  Harley  and  Dunkirk,  hath  many  attestations,  but  it  is  hoped 
that,  without  mistake,  it  may  be  averred  that  the  Earl  of  ?*Iontague  was 
told  by  King  Charles  that  he  would  not  have  parted  with  Dunkirk,  if  he 
could  have  been  permitted  to  retain  Colonel  Harley  in  that  post,  which  he 
would  have  preserved  for  his  Majesty  without  extraordinary  charge ;  but, 
said  the  king,  "I  am  C'intiimally  disturbed  because  he  is  represented  to  be 
a  notorious  Presbyterian."  I  shall  not  at  this  time  add  more  upon  that 
subject.  I  would  be  glad,  if  the  Lord  sees  good,  to  represent  to  you  that 
full  scene.

Sir  Edward  Harley's  Retrospect  of  his  Life  on  ENTEuisti 
HIS  Fiftieth  Year.    21  Oct.  1673. 

I  was  born  at  Brompton  Castle,  21st  Oct.  1624'. 

I  am  now,  through  divine  long  suffering,  at  Brompton  Brian,  49  yi;ir> 
old. 

O  Lord  !  in  thy  hand  is  the  breath  of  all  mankind,  and  it  is  only  (!•> 
who  holdeth  our  soul  in  life.  But  in  most  special  manner  I  ought  to  prai-i 
my  God,  who  preserved  me  from  abortion  at  Burton-under-the-IIill.  1' 
this  place,  this  day  gave  the  light  of  life  to  poor  clay,  and  for  forty-iii:-.' 
years  thou  hast  granted  me  life  and  favour,  and  thy  visitation  hath  pr. 
served  my  spirit.  Lord,  thou  hast  granted  me  life  in  the  deliverances 
life:  when  a  child,  from  the  chin-cough,  measles,  smalbpox  twice,  an<I  d;n!'." 
of  drowning  in  the  moat ;  when  a  man,  from  many  perils  in  the  wars,  p.^r:; 
cularly  when  my  horse  was  shot,  w^hen  niy  arm  was  hurt,  when  a  imi-ktt^ 
bullett,  levelled  at  my  heart,  was  bent  ilat  against  my  armour,  not  rirL**;;*  - 
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of  such  proof,  without  any  harm  to  myself.     Many  dangerous  falls  ou 
horseback  I  have  had,  specially  when  I  was  wonderfully  preserved,  my 
horse  stumbling  aiid  falling  into  a  ditch  near  Orleton,  in  frosty  weather,  but 
was  never  by  any  fall  much  hurt.    I  have  often  been  preserved  in  journeys 
and  voyages  from  thieves  ;  from  waters,  specially  in  a  dangerous  passage 
once  at  Xewnham.    Many  times  I  crossed  the  sea  between  England  and 
Flanders,  allways  safely;  though  once,  in  a  great  storm,  constrained  to  lye 
at  anchor  36  hours  over  against  Graveling,  1661.    I  was  delivered  from 
the  malitious  accusation  of  the  army,  1647,  and  my  God  made  my  speech 
in  my  defence  in  Parliament  acceptable.    That  year  I  was  preserved  from 
the  plague,  of  which  my  servant  died,  and  at  the  same  time  recovered  from 
a  dangerous  pestilential  fever.    In  1649  1  had  a  long  lingering  distemp(y, 
which  ended  in  a  violent  sickness  with  vomiting  and  purging  at  Wigmore  ; 
but,  though  the  chastening  was  sore  and  deserved,  I  was  not  given  over  to 
death,  but  God  restored  me  to  health.     Afterward  I  was  preserved  from 
the  cruelty  of  that  power  which  put  to  death  holy  Mr.  Love.    In  1654  I 
was  recovered  from  a  grievous  ague,  which  had  seized  me  in  Devonshire. 
Some  years  I  was  visited  with  the  gout,  but  through  mercy  the  fits  have 
been  short,  and  my  limbs  restored  to  me ;  and  now  for  above  two  years  I 
have  not  been  disabled  with  that  disease.    In  1640  God  was  pleased,  with 
a  fatherly  w4sdom  and  goodness,  to  visit  me  with  a  rupture,  by  which  I  was 
for  many  years  kept  humble  and  from  many  temptations.    I  used  often 
many  medicines  and  remedies  prescribed  by  physitians  and  chirurgions,  but 
without  effect,  yet  after  it  had  been  upon  me  more  than  twenty  years,  it 
pleased  God  to  heal  that  breach  upon  me,  w^ithout  the  use  of  any  remedy 
whatsoever,  so  that  I  have  been  perfectly  well  for  several  years.    This  is 
a  most  bountiful  favour.    O  Lord  I  heal  my  soul  of  all  vain  desires,  and 
accept  my  strength  to  serve  the  God  of  my  life.    O  !  let  me  never  forget 
this  signall  blessing.    Teach  me,  oh  my  God !  to  love  thee  with  all  my 
strength,  and  never  to  doubt  the  love  of  God  Almighty,  all  sufficient,  in 
whatever  condition  I  shall  be  exercised,  for  my  God  is  my  life  and  the 
length  of  my  days. 

In  all  distress  during  the  warrs,  when  my  father  lost  all  his  estate,  his 
houses  burnt,  and  for  three  years  had  not  any  thing  of  his  own  for  his 
family,  we  had  allways  meat  to  eat  and  raiment  to  put  on.  Praised  be  my 
(jod,  that  hath  granted  me  the  comforts  of  life,  healthy  constitution,  usefiiU 
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senses,  money  to  pay  my  debts,  power  to  build  a  convenient  habitation, 
blessing  to  repair  many  ruins  in  the  estate  of  my  father,  and  to  enjoy  it 
peaceably.  Gracious  was  my  God  in  giving  me  my  first  wife,  now  I  tiu-t, 
a  blessed  saint,  who  was  a  miost  affectionate,  prudent,  pious  person,  by  whom 
Grod  gave  me,  besides  a  very  considerable  portion,  the  mercy  of  four  dauLiIi- 
ters.  Two  sleep,  I  trust,  in  Jesus,  and  live  with  God.  Two  now  survive, 
I  hope,  to  olorifie  God. 

Gracious  was  my  God,  in  giving  to  me  my  present  wife,  who  hath  been 
made  the  dear  comfort  of  my  life  now  above  twelve  years,  and  the  motlier 
of  four  sons  and  a  daughter,  of  which  God  v^-as  pleased  to  take  my  younge-t 
son,  in  infancy,  to  His  mercy. 

*  Blessed  be  God  !  that  hath  granted  me  favour  in  the  aflection  of  my 
father  and  my  mother,  who  tenderly  loved  me,  and  wisely  and  carefully  in- 
structed and  corrected  me.  What  am  I,  a  poor  worm,  to  have  any  esteem 
in  the  world,  or  to  be  accepted  by  thy  saints  ?  O  Lord  !  by  thy  favour  1 
was  chosen  of  several  parliaments;  chosen,  unknown  to  myself.  Governor  of 
Dunkirk,  and  there  honoured  to  be  serviceable  to  thy  servants,  and  to  a^^ist 
the  sanctification  of  thy  holy  sabbath. 

How  pretious  are  all  thy  thoughts  of  love  unto  me,  O  God  !  How  great 
is  the  sum  of  them  !  The  visitation  of  thy  Spirit,  O  Lord  I  hath  taniiht 
me  the  precious  wonders  of  thv  laws.  From  my  birth,  the  lines  have  fallen 
unto  me  in  pleasant  places,  for  I  have  always  heard  the  joyful  sound  of  tliy 
divine  jubilee.  Nay,  Lord  !  this  place,  which  was  greatly  waste,  and  tor 
divers  years  in  the  region  of  the  shadow  of  death,  for  the  sins  and  iniquities 
of  my  forefathers,  who  were  idolaters  and  sinners,  and  of  me  an  unholy, 
vile  wretch,  now  is  made  to  me  a  goodly  heritage  ;  for  we  have  a  place  of 
worship  and  a  faithful  dispenser  of  the  Word  of  God. 

Who  is  a  God  like  unto  our  God,  that  pardons  iniquity,  transgression, 
and  sin  ?  O  Lord  I  tor  thy  name's  sake,  heal  my  backslidings,  love  me 
freely,  subdue  all  my  iniquities,  and  cast  all  my  sins  into  the  depths  of  the 
sea.  My  life  is  but  a  vapour.  Oh  !  in  Jesus  Christ  beget  me,  by  the  incor- 
ruptible seed  of  thy  word,  which  liveth  and  abideth  for  ever,  that  I  may  do 
the  will  of  God  and  abide  for  ever.  Oh,  Lord  I  I  am  tlie  clay,  be  thou  my 
potter.  Fashion  this  house  of  clay  to  be  thy  temple.  Make  me  a  vessel  of 
praise  and  service  to  thy  Miijesty.    Be  not  ashamed  to  be  my  God  !  there- 
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fore  make  me  holy,  as  my  God  is  holy,  in  all  manner  of  conversation  and 
godliness.  Forsake  nut  tlie  work  of  thy  hands,  but  keep  me  by  thy  power 
through  faith  into  salvation,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ,  in  whom  make 
me  accepted,  and  partaker  of  the  riches  of  thy  grace,  which  hath  abounded 
towards  me,  in  all  wisdom  and  prudence.  Amen.

Sir  Edward  Harley's  Retrospect  on  the  Completion 
OF  HIS  Fiftieth  Year. 

At  Brompton  Brian,  21  Oct.  1674. 

I  am  this  day,  through  divine  patience,  50  years  old.  O  Lord  I  I  am 
not  worthy  the  least  of  thy  mercies.  I  have  recorded  some  of  the  manifold 
loving  kindnesses  of  the  Almighty  in  the  memorial  of  my  last  anniversary. 

This  year  is  nov;  concluded  to  me  in  health,  though  it  hath  in  every 
month  of  it  been  full  of  sorrow.  Many  dear  friends  taken  away.  After 
the  death  of  Sir  Robert  Moray  and  my  cousin  Froysell,  it  pleased  God  to 
put  an  end  to  the  pilgrimage  of  my  brother  Sir  Robert  Ilarley,  Nov.  1673. 
In  January  at  Westminster  1  was  visited  sharply  with  the  griping  of  the 
gutts,  but  when  I  was  under  sentence  of  death  it  pleased  God  to  cheer  and 
raise  me  up.  I  returned  from  the  Parlement  in  March.  The  weather  being- 
very  bitter,  I  had  no  harm  in  that  journey,  but  immediately  after  return,  I 
was  visited  with  the  gout  in  both  feet  and  hands.  This  fit  was  most  painful 
and  of  longest  continuance,  yet  now  I  am,  blessed  be  God  !  comfortably 
free  from  that  distemper.  In  November  dyed  my  good  friend  Mr.  Thomas 
Douo-htie.  In  April,  Sir  Edward  ■Massie  ;  and,  in  a  sad  manner  my  cosin, 
Bartholomew  Bcal.  In  August,  my  dear  neice  Frances  FitzJames,  of  the 
small-pox.  Since  that,  my  worthy  friend  Mr.  Thomas  Treherne,  and  my 
cosin  Reads  wife,  both  dead  in  the  same  day  !  and  now  my  sister  Palmer ; 
while  I,  a  poor  unprofitable  worm,  am  still  spared.  O,  my  God  !  the  fif- 
tieth year  was  in  Canaan  the  year  of  Jubilee,  Oh  I  that  this  may  be  to  me 
the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord  !  wh(>rein  I  may  be  released  from  the  miser- 
able chains  of  sloth  and  carelessness,  which  render  me  so  vile  in  the  eyes  of 
the  glory  of  my  God.    Lord  !  work  in  me  for  this  same  thing,  by  thy 
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Spirit,  that  I  may  be  fervent  in  spirit,  serving-  the  Lord.  I  do  not  Ix 
length  of  days,  but  with  humble  submission  and  resignation  I  beg  to  bo 
spared  to  bring  up  my  children,  which  in  mercy  are  given  me,  to  serve  thi-ir 
generation  according  to  the  will  of  God,  and  that  I  may  see  the  goodness  of 
God  to  the  Church  in  the  land  of  my  nativity,  and  be  someway  serviceable 
thereunto  ;  that  having  seen  the  salvation  of  the  Lord,  I  may  depart  in 
peace,  my  spirit  being  received  by  God  who  gave  it,  and  my  body  slccpin.: 
in  Jesus,  until  the  last  day,  when  both  body  and  soul  shall  be  ^-lorificd  and 
be  ever  with  the  Lord,  who  loved  and  washed  me  from  my  sins  in  His  bhjoii. 
Even  so,  come  Lord  Jesus  !  come  quickly.  Amen.

— Rchort 
third  son  of  the  Elector  Palatine  and  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  King  James,  better  known 
as  Prince  Rupert.  In  the  battle  of  Lingen,  in  Westphalia,  between  the  Enijteror  and 
Palatine,  the  forces  of  the  latter  were  overpowered,  and  Duke  Robert  and  Lord  Craw-n 
made  prisoners.

— Ti\at  is, 
innovations  in  rehgious  matters  on  Magdalen  Hall, 

P.  19.  Bg  order  of  the  Lords. — The  Lords  of  Pri\7  Council,  or  the  Lords  Lieutenants 
of  counties,  issued  orders  to  the  magistrates  and  deputy  lieutenants  to  take  measures  f^r 
keeping  the  peace  and  calling  out  and  regulating  the  militia,  in  which  Sir  Robert  llark-y 
had  a  company  :  they  were  about  this  time  usually  trained  by  Low  Country  officer>  and 
soldiers,  "  Sargent  Weare  was  one  of  these;  he  had  been  in  Germany  under  Sir  Thoraxs 
Conway."

He  was  distinguished  for  his  loyalty, 
and  knighted,  probably  at  Shrewsbury,  soon  after  the  battle  of  Edge  Hill;  and  was  Iniriod 
in  Condover  Church,  Salop, 

For  Forane  newe^-,  I  bdee^e  gou  hove  hard  tliat  Briscale  is  taken. — Old  Bri^^acb.  or 
Brisac,  a  town  of  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Baden,  once  included  in  the  Brisgau  :  it  forn'.._'rIy 
stood  on  the  west  side  of  the  Rhine,  but  since  the  river  changed  its  course  it  is  near  tli-- 
east  bank  of  it,  between  Basle  and  Strasburg,  It  was  regarded  as  a  strong  place,  and 
sustained  several  seiges;  the  most  remarkable  was  that  here  alluded  to,  when  it  was  taken 
by  Duke  Bernard  of  Saxe  Weimar.    (Encyc,  Metrop.)

— Mr.  afterwards  Sir  John  Scudamore, 
knight,  eldest  son  of  William  Scudamore  of  Ballinghani,  co.  Hereford,  married  Penelope 
sister  of  John,  first  Lord  Scudamore.  He  was  a  distinguished  traveller  in  Italy  and  other 
parts,  a  royalist,  and  took  up  arms  in  the  King's  cause,  and  was  killed  in  a  duel  with 
Colonel  David  Hyde  at  Bristol,  12  May,  1645,  and  was  there  buried  in  the  church  of  St.

— Edward  Somerset, 
Lord  Herbert  of  Rcigland,  afterwards  known  as  Earl  of  Glamorgan,  and  second  Marquis  of 
Worcester,  the  author  of  "  A  Century  of  Inventions." 

P.  37.  Good  Mr.  Stevenson. — Yicar  of  Wigmore.  The  register  of  that  parish  records 
the  baptism  of  one  of  his  daughters  by  the  name  of  Brilliana,  in  compliment  to  Lady 
Brilliana  Harley. 

P.  39.    The  Act. — Scholastic  exercises  at  Oxford  :  again  p.  i5. 

P.  46.    I  hav.e  sent  some  lessor  stone,  v:hich  you  may  take  at  a  night  when  you  yoo  to 
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heJe. — Bezoars :  concretions  met  with  in  the  bodies  of  ruminant  animals.  They  w  ero 
celebrated  for  their  supposed  medicinal  virtues,  and  considered  as  highly  alexiphamiic  ; 
so  much  so,  that  other  medicines  supposed  to  possess  the  same  virtues  obtained  tlio 
name  of  bezoardics.  So  efRcacious  were  they  once  thought,  that  they  were  eagerly  bouu'lit 
for  ten  times  their  vv'eight  in  gold.  Besides  being  exhibited  internally,  they  were  worn 
round  the  neck,  as  preservatives  against  contagion.  F'or  this  purpose,  it  is  said,  in  I'm-- 
tugal  it  was  customary  to  hire  them  at  about  ten  shillings  per  day.  It  is  needless  to  add, 
that  the  accounts  of  their  extrordinary  virtues  must  be  now  considered  imaginary.  See 
a  further  account  in  the  Encyclopaedia  Metropolitana.

P.  49.  Mr.  Siraons,  a  uo'iiJoj  minister,  and  tlirce  or  foirer  more  arc  gone  into  the  L'nc 
Contreijts  to  shift  for  thansdves. — Escaping  from  the  contributions  required  from  niini>ten* 
towards  supplying  the  army  :  before  alluded  to  in  p.  37. 

P.  51.  I  thanle  you  for  th.e  King's  loole. — The  large  declaration  concerning  tlie 
tumults  of  Scotland,  by  the  King,  1639,  written  by  Dr.  Balcanquall,  Dean  of  Durham.

Ilarley  at  Oxford.

P.  66.  I  th'ialce  yon  for  the  relation,  of  the  seae  fght. — A  relation  of  the  eng;igfiiis:iii 
between  the  Dutch  and  Spanish  fleets  in  the  Downs,  which  took  place  early  in  Sep- 
tember.

— "The  people  throngs  to  our  sermon,  as  ever  y<nv  saw  any  to  Irwin  communion  :  their 
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crowd  daylie  increases.  Six  of  us,  Mr.  Blair,  Mr.  Henderson,  Mr.  Borthick,  ]Mr.  (Jil- 
lespie,  Mr.  Smith,  and  I  preaclies  our  tour  about  on  Sunday  and  Tliursday.  In  n>y  la>t 
tour  on  the  3d  verse  of  the  126th  Psalm,  '  The  Lord  hath  done  great  things  for  us,"  I 
spent  much  of  an  hour  in  ane  historick  narration,  the  best  I  could  penn,  of  all  that  God 
had  done  for  us  fra  the  maid's  commotion  in  the  Cathedroll  of  Edinburgh  to  that  pro^ent 
day  :  monie  tcares  of  compassion  and  joy  did  fall  from  the  eyes  of  the  English."

I  thaalcc  joa  for  the  paper  the  Scots  put  into  the  Lords. — Many  papers  were  put  in  for 
money  on  account  of  the  300, 000^.  granted  in  February  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  army 
before  it  was  disbanded.  In  the  end  of  the  following  May  120,000^.  of  arrears  were  due. 
On  the  19th  June  it  was  concluded  that  100,000/.  should  be  paid  Midsummer  1G42,  and 
200,000/.  at  Midsummer  two  years  after.    (May's  Hist,  of  the  Long  Parliament.) 

P.  121.  Letter  cvi,  raisdated  hi  the  year.  —  Letter  cvr.  25  INIarch,  1641,  appears  to  be 
misdated  and  misplaced  in  the  collection  :  it  would  naturally  follow  Letter  CXLIII  (19  March, 
1641),  in  which  it  is  said,  "  I  hear  the  justices  have  sent  up  their  answer  why  they  would 
not  take  the  Protestation — Sir  "Will.  Croft  governs  all  of  them,"  and  should  be  dated  1612. 
The  protestation  mentioned  in  it  was,  no  doubt,  that  taken  by  the  House  of  Communs 
3  May,  1641,  which  was  considered  by  the  parliament  "  a  true  test  of  ever}'  good  subject," 
"  a  shibboleth  to  distinguish  the  Ephramites  from  the  Gileadites,  that  whosoever  was 
well  affected  in  religion  and  to  the  good  of  the  commonwealth  would  take,  and  un  iho 
other  side  who  would  not  take  it  was  not  well  affected  "  (Denzel  Holies'"  Speccii  ti>  the 
House  of  Lords)  :  and  which  was  designed  to  be  taken  by  all  well-withers  to  the  I'ar'.ia- 
meutary  cause.  It  appears  from  Letter  cxvii.,  21  May,  1641,  to  have  been  taken  with 
great  willingness  at  Brampton,  "SVigmore,  and  Lentwardine,  where  Sir  Robert  llarlty's 
influence  predominated,  but  it  was  not  well  received  in  the  country;  and,  on  the  2U  .Ian. 
1641-2,  a  few  days  after  the  King's  attempt  to  seize  the  five  mem])ers,  Serjeant  WiMc 
brought  up  from  his  committee,  for  the  signature  of  the  Speaker,  a  copy  of  a  lottiT  to 
the  sheriffs,  requiring  the  justices  of  the  peace  and  others,  of  18  years  of  age  and  upwa.rd?, 
to  take  it,  (See  Appendix,  p.  222.)  The  petition  alluded  to  in  this  letter  was  proliai  ly 
the  Hereford  Petition,  afterwards  presented  to  the  House,  and  well  received  by  it  in  May, 
1642.  Thus  letter  acquaints  us  also  with  tlie  views  of  Sir  William  Croft  towards  th'.'  Par- 
liament, and  soon  after  the  raising  of  the  standard  at  Nottingham  in  August,  althou'^h  ii-/ 
had  been  for  some  time  under  the  displeasure  of  the  King,  he  joined  his  majesty's  army, 
and  was  with  the  King,  to  his  great  admiration,  at  Edge  Hill. 

P.  124.  Sir  WilUam  Croft.— ^ir  William  Croft,  of  Croft  Castle,  in  the  county  of 
Hereford,  was  son  of  Sir  Herbert  Croft,  and  born  1593  :  he  represented  Malnicsi>ury  in 
Parliament  in  1625-1627.  He  was  a  gentleman  of  the  Privy  Chamber  to  King  Cbariis  ; 
but,  having  evinced  his  dislike  to  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  he  was  suspended  from  his 
office  for  three  years,  and  on  his  murder  banished  from  the  court  and  dismissed.  This 
treatment  did  not  destroy  his  attachment  to  his  royal  master,  in  whose  army  he  held  t!io 
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rank  of  colonel,  and  particularly  distinguished  himself  at  the  battle  of  Edge  Hill.  He 
was  taken  prisoner  at  the  surrender  of  Hereford  on  April  25th,  1643,  but  soon  afterwards 
recovered  his  liberty,  and  was  killed  gallantly  fighting  in  the  ro^al  cause,  in  a  skirmish 
near  Hopton  Castle,  or,  as  others  say,  near  Stokesay  Castle  in  Shropshire,  July,  1645,  and 
was  buried  in  the  chancel  at  Croft,  where  there  is  a  slab  to  his  memory.  See  Memoir  of 
Sir  James  Croft  in  Southern  and  Nicolas'  Retrospective  Review  and  Historical  Magazine, 
vol.  i.  p.  496.

.^linterdiiie,  with  much  xciUingness.  I  desire  to  Jcnow  ichether  you  took  it. — This  protesta- 
I  pn  must  have  been  that  taken  by  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  4th  of  May.  The  rea- 
(|iness  with  which  it  was  taken  marks  the  great  influence  of  Sir  Robert  Harley  in  these 
places.    It  was  much  objected  to  and  resisted  in  the  country. 

I  have  sent  you  a  peace  of  angelica  rooat,  you  may  carry  it  iii  your  j^ocket,  and  lite  some- 
times of  it. — "  A  pious  and  learned  schoolmaster,  that  ventured  to  stay  in  London  in  the 
Great  Plague  of  1665,  and  was  much  employed,  as  some  friends  of  mine  that  knew  him 
and  commended  him  assured  me,  to  visit  the  sick,  and  distribute  alms  and  relief  to  them, 
went  indiscriminately  to  all  sorts  of  infected,  and  even  dying  persons,  to  the  number,  as 

he  told  me,  of  nine  hundred  or  a  thousand  I  enquired  what  antidote  he 

used  :  he  replied,  that  next  the  protection  of  God,  which  so  many  sad  objects  made  him 
the  more  fervently  implore,  and  a  constant  fearlessness,  the  only  preservative  he  used, 
besides  good  diet,  were,  half  a  spoonful  or  a  spoonful  of  brandy  five  or  six  times  a-day, 
especially  when  he  went  into  infected  places,  and  the  bigness  of  a  small  nut,  or  less,  of  a 
root  of  Spanish  angelica,  of  which  he  held  in  his  mouth  the  quantity  of  a  pepper-corn,  or 
somewhat  less,  as  often  as  he  thought  there  was  need."  Relation  iii.  of  Strange  Reports, 
Robert  Boyle's  Works,  vol.  v.  p.  102. 

P.  131.  I  am  glad  that  justice  is  exicuted  on  my  Lord  Slraford,  v:hoo  Ithinle  dyed  like 
a  Seneca,  hut  not  like  one  that  had  tasted  of  the  rni.itery  of  godlyness. — Wednesday,  12  ^lay. 
"  The  Earl  of  Strafford  beheaded  on  Tower  hill.  Some  doubted  whether  his  death  had 
more  of  the  Roman  or  the  Christian,  it  was  so  full  of  both."    Laud's  Diary. 

P.  135.  Hicit  me  word  hoiv  the  pasage  ivas  of  Mr.  Harlerde  Pris  his  carage  in,  the 
parlament,  lecaus  theare  is  such  various  reports  of  it. — Mr.  Herbert  Price  was  burgess  for 
Brecon  in  both  parliaments  of  1640.  He  is  noted  in  Col.diett's  Parliamentary  History  as 
one  who  left  the  Parliamout  and  joined  the  King  at  Oxford,  and  was  among  the  forty-six 
members  who,  on  the  call  of  the  House,  16  June,  1642,  were  absent,  when  it  was  resolved 
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"  that  those  absent  members  whose  names  were  now  read  shall  not  sit  in  the  House  till 
they  have  made  their  excuse  to  the  Committee,  and  their  excuse  reported  to  the  House, 
and  that  the  House  hath  allowed  it."

P.  136.  I  am  glad  Corcaell  Goroiig  did  so  tcell  deere  hiiasdf.  We  heo.re  of  many  fjlots, 
(L'c. — Lord  Straftbrd's  escape,  it  is  said,  had  been  planned.  Master  Goreing,  eldest  sun 
of  the  Lord  Goreing,  was  implicated  in  the  charge,  but,  upon  examination,  dealt  so  clearly 
with  the  charge,  and  so  far  purged  himself  from  evil  intentions,  that  he  was  not  at  uU 
committed  by  the  Parliament.

"  The  King's  manifesto  touching  the  Prince  Elector  read,  and  Ordered,  That  the  House  bo 
resolved  into  a  Committee  on  AVednesday  next,  at  nine  o'clock,  to  take  into  considcratiou 
the  manftsto  now  received  concerning  the  Prince  Elector  Palatine."  Sir  Robert  Harl' y 
was  of  this  Committee.  The  manifesto  will  be  found  in  Nalson's  Collections,  vol.  ii. 
p.  3S3. 

P.  144.  Letter  cxxxili.  9  Aug.  1641. — This  letter  terminates  another  scries  of  letters 
addressed  to  Edward  Harley,  who  now  returns  home  from  London. 

Letter  cxxxiv.  undated  and  misplaced. — Letter  cxxxiv.  undated,  contains  allusi<ins  to 
Dr.  "Wright's  exertions  in  the  Hereford  city  election  subsequent  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Weaver, 
Member  for  that  place,  which,  it  will  be  seen,  took  place  in  May,  1642  :  and  also  tu  a  Pro- 
claraatiou  in  Shobdon  church,  which  was  most  probably  made  after  the  receipt  of  the 
Speaker's  letter  to  the  sheritf  ;  for  ]Mr.  AVigniore  exercised  at  Shobdon  a  contrary  iiil'iu  nce 
to  Sir  Robert  at  Brampton.  It  would  follow  Letter  CLXXix.,  dated  2  July,  1642,  whieli 
announces  Sir  W.  Croft  and  Mr.  AVigmore's  intention  of  going  to  the  King,  or  rather  th<' 
previous  letter,  clxxviit.  The  original  of  Letter  CLXXix.  is  in  a  very  decayed  state,  and 
the  date  in  patt  obliterated  :  it  was  certainly  written  in  the  week  of  the  23rd,  as  it  -[hmI^s 
of  AVigniore  fair  to  be  held  on  the  Monday  following,  which,  according  to  the  i«ld  >t_v|.', 
took  place  on  the  25th  of  July,  which  was  on  ^Monday,  but  before  CLXXViir.  as  ir  >ays  Mr. 
Elton  had  not  arrived  to  supper  at  10  o'clock,  whereas  that  letter  says  he  came  at  Tair 
o'clock,  no  doul>t  of  the  following  day.  It  would,  there  placed,  terminate  aiictlier  >eries 
of  letters  addressed  to  Edward  Harley  before  his  return  home:  this  it  docs  as  now  printed. 

P.  146.  LetU  r  cxxxv.  5  F'h.  1641-2. — Commences  a  new  series  addressed  to  E  Iw. 
Harley  in  London. 
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P.  \i7.  I  doe  niuch  recoije  in  the  Kiiufs  answer  to  the  pete  ion  of  both  Houses,  and  that 
mij  brother  teas  one  of  the  sixe  and  threetie  lords  that  voted  against  the  bishojyes. — See  Journ. 
H.  Com.  7  Feb.  1641-2. 

Answers  to  two  petitions  of  the  Lords  and  Commons,  delivered  2  Feb.  lG-41,  will  be 
seen  in  the  Appendix  to  Clay's  Plist.  of  the  Long  Parliament.

1641-2.    Whitelock,  p.  53. 

Theg  are  now  about  a  lyeticion  to  the  Parlament,  which  I  hope  loill  be  ready  to  send  %ip 
next  irealce. — A  petition  was  on  the  4th  May,  1642,  presented  for  Herefordshire,  and  well 
received  by  the  House  of  Commons.    See  the  petition  in  Appendix,  p.  226. 

IFe  heare  of  letters  that  vcarc  infersepted  from,  wg  Lord  Digbe. — Letters  intercepted  from 
Lord  Digby  to  the  Queen  and  Secretary  Nicholas,  on  which  the  Parliament  moved  the 
King,  "  that  he  would  desire  the  Queen  not  to  correspond  with  Digby,  nor  any  other 
persons  whom  his  great  council  had '.proclaimed  traytors.  Jan.  1642."  Whitelocke,

P.  150.  Many  feares  did  aris  in  the  cuntry  because  the  ICinge  gav.e  such  a  refu><all  to 
the  req^ueste  of  both  Ilod-es. — To  the  petition  of  both  Houses  concerning  the  militia,  pre- 
sented to  his  Majesty  at  Theobalds,  1  ^larch,  1641.

It  was  pre- 
sented 4th  May,  1642,  and  is  again  alluded  to  in  pages  loS — 159. 

P.  155.  Mr  Gower  is  very  v:ell  pleased^  that  he  is  chosen  on  of  the  7nini-siers. — Journ. 
H.  Com.  23  April,  1642.  "  Mr.  John  Green  of  Penoomb,  and  Mr.  Stanley  Gower  of 
Brampton,  were  approved  as  divines  for  Herefordshire,  fit  to  be  consulted  in  the 
matters  of  the  Church.  The  Bill  for  calling  the  Assembly  of  Godly  arid  Learned  Divines 
was  read  the  third  time  19  May,  1642."  A  list  of  them  will  be  found  in  Rush  worth 
Abridged,  and  Neal's  History  of  the  Puritans.  ■  ; 

P.  158.  We  hard  the  Eentiche  peticion  was  hronght  ly'iOO()'men,  end  that  3000  Loua- 
doners  raeete  them  v.poa  Blacleheath,  and  theare  fought,  and  many  ictare  l-illed. — Tiiis  was 
the  celebrated  Kentish  Petition.  Its  reception  is  thus  entered  on  the  Journ.  H.  Cum. 
30  April,  1642  :  "The  House  being  informed  that  divers  gentlemen  of  the  co.  of  Kent 
were  at  the  door  that  desired  to  present  a  petition  to  the  House,  they  were  called  in, 
presented  their  petition,  and  then  withdrew.  And  their  petition  was  read,  and  appeared 
to  be  the  same  that  was  formerly  burnt,  by  order  of  both  Houses,  by  the  hands  of  the 
common  hangman." 

P.  159.  I  hope  something  will  be  done  to  JDocter  Rogers. — Dr.  Henry  Rogers,  Canon 
Residentiary  of  Hereford  Cathedral,  and  Rector  of  Stoke  Edith,  in  Herefordshire.  Ik- 
was  of  Jesus  College,  Oxford,  and  became  a  famous  preacher  and  schoolmaster.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Convocation  assembled  with  the  Parliament  of  Xov.  1640,  a  decided 
Royalist^  and,  on  the  surrender  of  Hereford  in  April,  1643,  was  made  prisoner.  His  pre- 
ferments were  sequestered,  and  his  prebendal  house,  furniture,  &c.  bestowed  on  Dr. 
Timothy  AVoodroffe,  a  gifted  chaplain,  mentioned  in  the  Introduction  as  having  bot^n  {-ro- 
moted  by  Sir  Robert  Harley  to  the  rectory  of  Kingsland,  and  a  Parliamentary  rrc.i'  hcr 
in  Hereford  cathedral.  "Wood  informs  us  that  Rogers  had  been  acquainted  witli  Joim 
Perse,  alias  Fisher,  the  Jesuit,  with  whom  he  had  many  disputes,  and  who,  without  autho- 
rity, published  an  account  of  what  had  passed  between  them,  which  brought  from 
an  answer  by  way  of  Dialogue  between  I\Ir.  Rogers  and  Mr.  Fisher,  1633,  to  w  hich  Fi-h-.  r 
published  a  reply,  which  was  followed  by  Rogers  in  "  The  Protestant  Church  existent,  and 
their  Faith  professed  in  all  ages,  and  by  whom.  Lond.  1638."  Wcmd's  Athena^  vol.  iii. 
p.  31.    Walker's  Sulierings  of  the  Clergy,  part  2,  p.  35. 
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P.  160.  I  desire  to  heave  hov:  Sir  Jhon  Conyo.rs  comas  off  for  OneWs  escajje. — O'Neile 
escaped  from  the  Tower,  5  ^lay,  1642.  "  On  May  1.3th,  it  was  ordered  that  Sir  Walter 
Erie  do  report  the  business  of  Mr.  Daniel  O'Neile's  escape  to-morrow  morning.  17  ^lay, 
Sir  Walt.  Erie  reports  the  business  of  the  escape;  that  the  greatest  matter  of  suspicion  fell 
on  ^Frs.  Sandere.  who  confessed  she  had  once  attempted  it,  but,  being  told  of  the  danger 
of  it,  gave  it  over :  notwithstanding  that,  many  circumstances  still  stuck  on  her,  for  being 
at  least  knowing  of  his  escape;  and  that  therefore  he  had  given  order  that  she  should  put 
in  good  security  for  her  appearance  at  such  time  as  she  should  be  required."  See  the 
Nicholas  Correspondence,  published  with  Diary  and  Correspondence  of  John  Evelyn, 
vol.  iv.  p.  123. 

Tour  father  ridteing  to  me  ht/  the  post,  and  lettin.g  rae  knoice  yon  iceare  to  see  the  sov.lders 
on  Tuesday  last^,  I  tooke  it  that  that  hindered  you. — Journ.  II.  Cora.  Monday,  9  May, 
1642.  "  Ordered ,'^\\dX  the  House  shall  meet  to-morrow  at  eight,  and  adjourn  at  ten,  to 
the  end  that  such  as  please  may  see  the  militia  of  the  city  of  London  exercised," 

They  were  assembled  in  Finsbury  fields  under  the  command  of  Philip  Skippon,  Major- 
General  of  all  the  city  forces  under  the  Parliament. 

I  thinle  if  Mr  Sclirherehe  reprovfed  it  wov.ld  he  very  well. — William  Sherbourn,  D.D. 
Prebendary  of  Morton  Parva,,in  the  county  of  Hereford,  suffered  much  for  the  King's 
cause,  and  lost  all  his  preferments,  to  which  he  was  re-admitted  at  the  Restoration.  He 
was  Rector  of  Pembridge,  where  he  died  in  1679,  aged  ninety-two  years.  Walker 
says,  *'  lie  had,  at  the  persuasion  of  his  old  friend,  the  Earl  of  Essex,  taken  the  Covenant, 
for  which  he  was  much  disturbed  in  his  last  sickness."  Walker's  Sufferings  of  the 
Clergy,  part  2,  p.  36.  .  ' 

P.  161.  Sir  Wm.  PJharii  ncites  me  vord  he  has  given  jfj)  his  Hftenatcy,  and  his  gooing 
to  Yorhe  to  the  King. — Early  in  jNIay  the  Commons  issued  their  ordinance  for  raising  the 
militia,  which  the  King  commanded  his  subjects  not  to  obey.  On  this,  the  Commons  pub- 
lished a  declaration,  forbidding  all  persons  to  obey  the  King's  proclamation.  Orders 
were  then  sent  into  all  tlie  counties  to  nmster  the  militia,  and  the  King  summoned  the 
gentry  of  Yorkshire  as  a  defence  of  his  person. 

P.  162.  The  ocation  of  this  letter  is  to  Ut  yon  Jcnoice  that  Mr.  Wcafer  is  dead. — Richard 
Weaver  and  Richard  Seabourne,  Esqs.  were  burgesses  for  the  city  of  Hereford. 

There  had  been  previous  rumours  of  Mr.  Weaver's  death,  which  had  excited  in  the 
mind  of  the  Lady  Brilliana,  a  desire  that  her  son  Edward  should  succeed  him.  Dr.  Wright 
had  been  actively  engaged  on  that  occasion,  and  is  again  now;  but  James  Scudamore,  Esq. 
appears  to  have  been  elected.  Seabourne  and  Scudamore  were  Royalists,  and,  having 
joined  the  King  at  Oxford,  were  disabled  by  the  House,  when  Edmund  Weaver  and 
Bennet  Hoskins,  Esqs.  were  elected  in  164G.  Willis's  Notitia  Parliamentaria,  and  Cob- 
bett's  Pari.  History. 

Sir  Robert  Hurley's  colleague  was  Fitzwilliam  Coningsby,  Escj.  who  was  disabled 
30  Oct.  1641   (Journ.  H.  Com.)  as  a  monopolist,  and  was  succeeded  by  Humphrey 
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Coningsby,  Esij^.  who,  having  joined  the  King  at  Oxford,  was  also  disabled,  and  made  way 
for  the  election  of  Edward  Harley  in  1G46. 

P.  166.  I  tkinl-e  ire  must  all  acJcnrncledtg  God's  greate  mercn  that  the  i[,lot  for  the  tu.J:dnn 
of  Hull  was  discov.ertd. — Journ.  H.  Com.  27  May,  1642.  "A  letter  from  Sir  John 
Hotham,  concerning  a  treasonable  attempt  upon  Hull,  was  this  day  read,  and  a  letter  from 
Beckwith,  wlio  was  the  great  agent  in  that  matter. 

"  Ordered,  That  this  letter  from  Sir  John  Hotham  of  the  25  May,  and  the  letter  of  Beck- 
with, and  the  other  papers  inclosed,  shall  be  forthwith  printed.  Pusolred,  upon  the 
question,  That  Thomas  Beckwith,  of  Beverley,  shall  be  forthwith  sent  for  as  a  delinquent 
by  the  serjeaut-at-arms  attending  this  House."  For  particulars  of  the  design  upon  Hull, 
see  Rush  worth  Abridged,  vol.  iv.  p.  351. 

P.  167.  At  Loudloic  they  sect  vj)  a  May-j'tole  and  a  thinge  like  a  head  vpon  it,  and  so 
tliey  did  at  Croft,  and  gathered  a  greate  marrg  about  it,  and  shot  at  it  in  derisiion  ofJ^ou:<d- 
/!eacZA\— Roundheads,  the  name  imposed  on  the  Parliamentarians,  "  The  origin  of  this 
name  is  not  certainly  known  :  some  say  it  was  because  the  Puritans  then  commonly  wore 
short  hair,  and  the  King's  party  long  flowing  hair.  Some  say  it  was  because  the  (^Huen, 
at  Strafford's  trial,  asked,  who  that  round-headed  man  was  (meaning  Pym),  because  lie 
spake  so  strongly.""  Baxter's  Narrative  of  his  Life  and  Times,  quoted  in  Trench,  on  the 
Study  of  Words,  p.  137. 

In  the  Bishops'  riot,  Westminster,  1641,  "Some  cavaliers  and  discarded  otficers  rcl.iin.^d 
in  the  King's  service  who  were  walking  near,  indignant  at  the  rudeness  of  the  emu  1,  .-til! 
more  foolishly  attacked  the  Roundheads  with  drawn  swords."  Buchanan's  Hi^t.  of  Scut- 
land,  vol.  iv.  p.  66. 

Journ.  H.  Com.  1  Feb.  1641.  "  Ordered,  That  the  pamphlet  entitled,  The  Resolution 
of  the  Roundheads,  be  referred  to  the  Coumiittee  for  Priiiiting.  Steph.  Buckle,  St.  ]Mar- 
tin's  Lane,  London,  ordered  to  attend  the  Committee." 

P.  169.  In  mg  ojnnion  it  iceare  better  to  lorrotv  moneg,  if  goiir  father  mil  give  a ■■'_/, 
then  to  give  his  dilate. — Journ.  H.  Com.  10  June,  1642.  An  order  for  the  bringing  in  cf 
money,  horses,  and  plate,  to  be  repaid  at  S  per  cent,  with  full  value  of  the  plate,  and 
consideration  for  the  fashion,  not  exceeding  \s.  per  oz.  Sir  Robert  responds  Xo  tin.- 
order,  and  on  10th  Sept.  1642  (Journ.  H.  Com.)  saith,  "he  hath  brought  in  thrc'  Imn- 
dred  and  fifty  pounds  in  plate,  and  will  bring  in  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  rimre,  a:-.  1 
provide  two  horses."  Other  notices,  occur  in  the  Journals,  of  moneys  advanced  Ic.  Sir 
Robert  Harley.  How  zealously  Lady  Brilliana  concurred  with  her  husband  appear-  t'rv  ns 
her  readiness  to  send  up  the  plate,  and  from  this  letter,  in  which  she  says,  "This  I  >!•  -> 
not  say,  that  I  am  unwilling  to  part  with  the  plate,  or  any  thing  ells  in  this  case  :  if  }"i:r 
father  cannot  borrow  money,  I  thinke  I  might  finde  out  some  in  the  cuntry  to  lend  luiu 
some." 
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p.  173.  JVhtic  Sii-  Wt'll.  Croft  came  to  me,  he  came  from  hnj  Lord  HarUrt.  25  June 
1642. — Lord  Herbert  was  now  busy  in  making  levies  in  the  King's  cause  under  the  Com- 
mission of  Array.

Under  authority  of  the  Commission  of  Array,  beacons  wore  to  be  provided  and  other 
necessaries  for  better  exercising  the  people  and  discovering  sudden  invasions  and  com- 
motions. 

— The 
Commission  of  Array  for  Leicestershire  was  issued  11  June,  1642.  Rushworth  Abridged, 
vol.  iv.  p.  401.  On  the  ISth  June,  Serjeant  Wilde  reported  that  the  Committee  of  Lords 
and  Commons  appointed  to  consider  of  the  Commission  of  Array  in  Leicestershire  were  all 
of  opinion,  that  it  was  against  the  law  and  against  the  lil)erty  and  property  of  the  subject. 

The  Editor  has  not  met  with  any  copy  of  the  Commission  of  Array  for  Herefordshire. 

Journal  of  the  House  of  Commons,  21  Sept.  1G12,  "A  warrant  was  read  under  the 
hands  of  "Wallop  Bral»azon,  Esq.  Sir  Will.  Croft,  Fitzwilliam  Conningsbye,  Thos.  Price, 
Henry  Lingen,  Will.  Rudliall,  Esqs.  Commissioners  of  Array  for  the  co,  of  Hereford, 
directed  to  the  high  sheriff  of  the  said  county,  requiring  him  thereby  to  raise  such 
forces  as  he  shall  think  fitting  for  the  apprehending  of  Priamus  Davies,  who  had  been 
summoned  by  divers  warrants  from  them,  and  had  refused  to  appear,  and  for  conveying 
him  to  his  ^Majesty's  gaol.  On  which,  ilr.  Davies  having  been  called  in  and  avowing  it 
was  a  true  copy  of  the  warrant,  it  was  Resolved,  That  Wallop  Brabazon,  Esq.,  Sir  Wm. 
Croft,  Knt.,  Fitzw.  Conningsbye,  Esq.,  Mr.  Thos.  Price,  Mr.  Henry  Lingen,  and  Will. 
Rudhall,  Esq.  be  forthwith  sent  for  as  delinquents." 

The  name  of  Priamus  Davies  occurs  in  the  Register  of  Brampton  Bryan. 

The  militia  summoned  to  meet  at  Hereford  on  the  15th  July  was,  no  doubt,  under  the 
authority  of  the  Commission  of  Array.

Sir  Herbert  Croft  having  joined  the  Roman  Catholic  church,  and  taken  up  his  residence 
at  Douay,  addressed  "  letters  persuasive  to  his  wife  and  children  in  England  to  take  upon 
them  the  Catholic  religion.  These  letters  appear  to  have  been  answered,  if  not  by  his 
daughter  Mary,  in  her  name,  as  he  afterwards  printed  a  reply  to  the  answer  of  his 
daughter  M.  C,  which  she  made  to  a  paper  sent  to  her  concerning  the  Roman  church."

By  referring  to  the  Appendix,  p.  223,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  declaration  or  resolution 
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of  the  county  of  Hereford  was  regarded  by  the  House  of  Commons  as  a  most  lil-tH.niH 
paper.  The  copies  of  it  most  probably  shared  the  fate  of  Lord  Digby's  speech,  tiio 
Kentish  petition,  and  other  offensive  papers,  which  were  burnt  by  the  common  hani,au;m. 
The  researches  of  James  Edward  Davis,  of  the  Middle  Temple,  Esq.  have  brought  to  iigl.t 
a  copy  of  it,  *'  imprinted  at  London  by  a  printed  copie,  1642/'  It  is  found  in  vol.  ii.  >,{ 
the  folio  collection  of  Civil  War  Tracts,  presented  by  King  George  IIL  to  the  Briii.-li 
Museum.

— Lady  IJriilMuas 
troubles  at  Brampton  began  in  the  spring  of  1642.  In  the  absence  of  Sir  Itob-Tt  ll.iri'.y, 
then  engaged  busily  in  Parliament,  she  had  the  anxiety  of  the  management  of  bis  t-<)untr> 
affairs  upon  her  mind.  The  payment  of  certain  rents  atid  cliargcs  upon  Ids  u-tatf, 
stated  in  page  229,  due  to  the  King,  had  been  enforced  in  April  of  this  year.  Tbe  i  :\!!ii!;r 
out  of  the  militia  by  the  Parliament,  and  issuing  of  the  commission  of  array  by  tin'  Kau', 
brought  matters  to  their  ripeness,  and  made  it  necessary  that  every  man  should  now  <ol<  <-t 
his  ground.    Herefordshire  stood  well  affected  to  the  King  ;  Sir  William  Croft  and  other*. 
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of  chief  influence  immediately 'joined  the  royal  standard,  and  in  the  autumn  a  strong 
muster  in  that  cause  was  made  in  Herefordshire,  and  many  outrages  conmiitted  on  each 
side.  Communications  took  place,  between  the  Man^uis  of  Hertford,  when  at  Hereford  in 
December,  and  Lady  Brilliana,'  wlio  had  already  been  kept  under  nmch  annoyance  and 
daily  expectation  of  a  siege.  A  council  of  war  was  held  at  Hereford  in  February,  when  it 
was  decided  to  bring  some  "Welsh  soldiers  against  her,  and  blow  up  the  place.  Matters  of 
more  importance  were  going  on  at  Gloucester,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  which  there  woa  a 
rendezvous  of  Lord  Herben's  forces,  to  which  those  from  the  country  about  Brampton  were 
now  ordered  ;  but,  notwithstanding  their  removal,  a  summons  and  threat  of  60i»  men 
were  sent  to  her.  At  thisjuncture  (22  and  23  March,  ]642-3)  Sir  William  Waller,  with 
Colonel  Massey, attacked  and  completely  defeate  I  Lord  Herbert's  forces  at  Highnam,  and, 
following  up  his  success,  shortly  afterwards  laid  siege  to  the  city  of  Hereford,  which  sur- 
rendered on  24:th  April,  from  which  place  he  scoured  the  country,  by  way  of  Leominster, 
to  Worcester.  These  events  dismayed  the  royalists,  and  gave  a  little  quiet  to  Brampton  ; 
but  in  June,  Sir  AVilliam  Croft,  Sir  Walter  Pye.  and  others,  taken  at  Hereford,  and  re- 
cently prisoners  at  Bristol,  were  liberated,  and  soldiers  again  collecting  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, demanding  free  quarter  and  an  assessment  on  the  county  of  1,200^.  a-raonth,  she 
was  again  under  alarm.  In  the  end  of  June,  Lord  Herbert  and  Colonel  Vavasor  went 
into  Montgomeryshire  to  muster  new  levies,  and  on  their  return  the  siege  of  Brampton 
Bryan  was  commenced  by  Colonel  Vavasor.  By  the  letter  of  the  2."th  August  it  appears 
that,  having  done  much  injury  to  the  place,  he  had  tlien  h  it  it,  and  the  soldiei-s  there  under 
the  charge  of  Mr.  Lingen  (Colonel  Lyngen"!,  who  nui>t  himself  have  quitted  it  within  a 
fortnight,  as  this  first  siege  commenced  on  the  2i;th  Juiy.  and  continued  but  six  weeks. 

The  last  letter,  of  the  9th  October,  shews  that  she  was  again  threatened  hy  Sir  William 
Vavasor;  within  a  few  days  of  which,  having  taken  a  greUo  oold,"  she  departed  this 
life. 

Under  the  danger  which  threatened  the  church  at  Brampton,  anil  which  was  very  much 
injured  in  the  siege,  the  Register  had  been  most  probably  put  away  in  safety,  as  it  does 
not  contain  any  record  of  Lady  Brilliana's  death  or  burial.  Sir  Robert  was  at  tliis  time 
much  engaged  in  Parliament.  The  Journals  of  the  House  of  Commons  record  his  presence 
on  the  TtlC  9th,  l7th,  19th,  and  26th  of  October.  On  the  27th  of  this  month  it  is 
ordered.  That  the  Committee  lor  the  Western  parts  do  meet  this  afternoon,  at  3  o'clock, 
at  Sir  Robert  Harley's  house  ;  and  again  on  the  30th  there  is  a  similar  order.  No  doubt 
the  tidings  of  her  death  ha<l  then  reached  him.
